Then, wiping with her apron the tears that began 
to flow down the dear old soul’s cheeks, and sobbing, reminded 
Mr. Binks, the butler, of those good old days when the new lord was 
a chubby little boy, riding on his Shetland pony—and what a pleasure 
it was to open the gate and let them through, giving delight to all the 
village folk. ‘‘ Yes, Mrs. Giles, I am under notice to leave. His 
lordship says it’s perfectly impossible to live on here.

She was always so good and kind to my poor 
dear in sending him custards and jellies just before the Lord took 
him. I shall never forget cook’s kindness—pardon, Mr. Binks, I 
had quite forgotten she was now Mrs. Binks—and did you hear 
‘twas so bad that all the pensions are to be stopped ?’’ A motor 
car is seen approaching. Out rushes Mrs. Giles, on hearing the hooter, 
to open the gates. ‘Is his lordship at home?” ‘“ Yes, sir, he be 
expecting you, sir. Very cold, sir—hard frost—rather think we 
shall have some snow.” “ Yes, I think we shall. Thank you. 
Most unusual weather so early in October. It’s bitterly cold.”

TWO SUMMER GROUPS OF EVERYDAY FLOWERS. 


O most people the term artificial 
flowers suggests either the waxen 
Victorian atrocities or speci- 
mens as are used in a_ milliner’s 
establishment. Now Mrs. Avery 
Robinson, who is holding a most 
successful show of her sculptured flowers at 
the Leicester Galleries, has invented, or at least 
perfected, a new method of reproducing 
flowers. By her method the flowers are not 
modelled in a plastic material such as wax. 
The petals and leaves, naturally the most 
important, are made out of parchment 
or thin metal which is bent and moulded 
to the required shape. ‘The extraordinary 
thing about Mrs. Robinson’s productions is 
their accuracy. Each bloom has the requisite 
number of stamens, the leaves are accurately 
placed on the stems, the calyx is complete. 
Her plants are models which show careful and 
skilled observation in their making. In most 
cases the various parts are painted before they 
are built up into the completed flower. The 
colouring is exceedingly skilfully done and is 
never forced as in most artificial flowers. A 
cream-coloured dahlia in one of the main 
groups, and her parti-coloured carnations 
could not be bettered. 
Mrs. Robinson is no less skilful in her 
arrangement of the vases. In this she has 
followed in the footsteps of Jean Baptiste 


Monnoyer, Van Huysum and other great 
Continental flower painters of the eighteenth 
century. Apart from their faithful repro- 
duction her vases are invaluable as articles 
of decoration. The most successful are, 
no doubt, the groups of mixed flowers, one 
of the best being No. 81, a group of white 
flowers in a translucent white jade bowl. 
Among the flowers are zinnias, columbines, 
snowdrops and fritillarias. Of single groups a 
most attractive one is that of old-fashioned 
sweet william, both double and single, in a 
bowl of Waterford glass. On a smaller scale 
are tiny vases of a single spray of thorn, both 
pink and white. 

Besides the coloured flowers Mrs. Robinson 
has been most successful in her use of 
metal in her reproductions. These are 
made out of both white and gold coloured 
metal, and it is amazing to see the various 
tints that can be obtained. Some of them have 
a bronze patina by being slightly fired after 
manufacture. The main group of metal 
flowers would, however, have been improved 
if they had not been placed in a frame. 

This exhibition reflects great credit on Mrs. 
Robinson. No doubt, having once broken 
the ice she will be followed by a host of 
imitators but her vases can hardly be bettered 
for skill of workmanship and excellence of 
arrangement.

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SPRING-FLOWERING SHRUBS 


N these dull winter days, one is rather apt to live in the 
present, to shut out the picture of the glorious and joyous 
spring days bringing in their train all the bounties of nature 
in the shape of plants and animals awakening to a new life 
under the warm stimulating rays of a spring sun. The 

garden, however dull and dreary it may appear in the garb of 
winter, will neither lack interest nor beauty in these enervating 
fresh spring days, bubbling over with life if the owner has 
managed to gather together a choice selection of spring-flowering 
shrubs. Then he may well cast a sympathetic glance, but by 
no means an envious one, on the alpine garden of a friendly 
enthusiast which will also be carpeted with all the bright colours 
so characteristic of an alpine flora. A careful and judicious 
selection of choice trees and shrubs, if it has not already been 
carried out, should be proceeded with at once so that not only 
will the atmosphere of the garden be enriched, but the pageant 
of spring will be prolonged into the early summer months, which 
carries one into the other joys of the garden. Although there 
are many summer-flowering shrubs, the numbers of which are 
being gradually increased by new arrivals from the East, yet the 
person who takes time by the forelock in spring and devotes 
real care and consideration in making a collection will reap the 
richest reward. 

Winter brings blooms of Arbutus Unedo (the strawberry 
tree) and its numerous varieties, along with the jasmine 
(Jasminum nudiflorum), Chimonanthus fragrans, Hamamelis 
mollis and Erica darleyensis. Following close on her heels 
come March and April, bringing the deep pink flowers of Arcto- 
staphvlos manzanita, an attractive evergreen from California. 
In this country it proves hardy if given the shelter of a wall, and 
grows well as a bush in a good medium loam. In company one 
finds the sweet scented mezereon (Daphne Mezereum) ; Cydonia 
japonica, which forms a pleasing covering on a wall; Forsythia 
intermedia and its host of varieties; Pieris japonica with its 
beautiful ericaceous bells, which, unfortunately, are cut by frost, 
Garrya elliptica with its long yellow catkins of male flowers ; 
Magnolia stellata; Prunus spinosa; Stachyurus chinensis and 
S. precox ; barberries of the Mahonia group with their fragrant 
yellow flowers; with, lastly, two representatives of the genus 
viburnum, V. fragrans and V. Carlesii. 

After one’s wishes have been gratified in the matter of 
a suitable choice—-from hours spent hunting through the numerous 
catalogues which confront the intending buyer, but which, by 
the way, should not be neglected, as many of them furnish useful 
information-—-due thought should then be given to the site 
and its preparation necessary for the well being of the plant. 
The requirements of the plant as regards soil and position should 
be known: as, after all, since a shrub is put out straight away into 
its permanent quarters where it will remain for years, mistakes 
made at the beginning are by no means easy to rectify. The 
majority of shrubs succeed best in a good medium loam which is

furnished with good drainage. Lime is not a necessity to their well 
being, and in the case of rhododendrons and a few associates in 
the same family, such as pieris or arctostaphylos, must be avoided 
at all costs, since these root under peaty and acid soil conditions, 
The ground should be as open as possible, not overgrown with 
grass and weeds, as these interfere with the aeration of the 
roots. The site to be chosen, lies to a certain extent within 
the individual taste. All shrubs look 
well as isolated bushes or in clusters on 
lawns, or as a background to a border of 
annuals and biennials. The latter fashion 
is coming much into vogue these days and 
it is one to be encouraged, since it provides 
for a continuation of bloom over a long 
period as well as presenting a pleasing 
picture to the eye in harmony of colour 
and size. When planting or transplanting, 
the nature of the shrub, 7.e., whether it 
is deciduous or evergreen, should be 
ascertained as the latter present slight 
difficulties. If the plants be obtained from 
a nursery with a good ball of soil on their 
roots, they may be placed in the ground 
at any time, save in very dry and warm 
weather orin frosty periods. Open weather 
during the winter entirely lends itself to 
this duty. With evergreens there are two 
periods found to give the maximum suc- 
cess—these are in late autumn or in early 
spring. In all cases it is wise not to allow 
the roots to become too dry. When carry- 
ing out planting operations one should 
always guard against too deep planting, 
otherwise, save in a few exceptional cases, 
rotting and decay may set in at the base of 
the stem. As much as possible of the stem 
(if the plant be single stemmed) should be 
free to the action of the air. From the 
foregoing list we can select a few which 
will well repay one’s labours. Viburnum 
fragrans is one of the newer arrivals from 
China and as yet fairly uncommon in our 
gardens. Up to the present it has proved 
perfectly hardy in this country and is of 
good habit. In February and March, and 
sometimes even earlier, it bears masses of 
small tubular flowers, very fragrant and 
pink or white in colour, which stand the

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until a height of 4ft. to 6ft. has been reached. It thrives like 
its close ally, V. Carlesii, in a medium loam, which should be 
of a moist tendency. These two species both form decided 
acquisitions to our spring-flowering shrubs and require little 
or no attention after the initial trouble has been expended. 
It may be mentioned here that many plants of V. Carlesii are 
grafted, the stock being our native plant, V. lantana. 

Running these viburnums very close for pride of place are 
the forsythias, so well known that they require no description. 
These are among the most beautiful of our shrubs, clothed with 
their profusion of yellow blossoms in March and April. Many 
of the varieties of the hybrid intermedia are extremely graceful 
plants and should be included in all collections. They grow well 
in full sun and are absolutely hardy. 

Hamamelis mollis is one of the most outstanding of the witch 
hazels and forms a pretty picture in late winter as it stands, 
generally isolated, with its naked branches wreathed with deep 
yellow flowers which stand severe frost. 

In a selection of early-flowering shrubs one should not 
neglect Magnolia stellata, with its beautiful rich white blossoms 
which appear during March and which are one of the decided 
charms in the garden at that time. The period of flowering 
is fairly long and although often damaged by frost they give a 
rich effect. It is, perhaps, best seen to advantage when grown as 
an isolated bush, reaching a height of 6ft. to 8ft., and covered 
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with its pure white flowers. It thrives best in a deep, well drained 
and warm loamy soil. Another shrub which attracts attention 
in these early months is one from California, Nuttallia cerasi- 
formis, whose fragrant white flowers are borne on the bare 
shoots towards the end of March. Another shrub which deserves 
an increased popularity is Osmanthus Delavayi, a member of the 
same family as the lilac. It is an evergreen from Yunnan and 
in Britain reaches from 5ft. to 6ft., bearing numerous clusters of 
pure white flowers. Unfortunately, there exists some dubiety 
as to its hardiness, and hence it is not recommended to all. It 
blooms very freely in April and, of course, like all others which 
brave the elements, must take its chance. It certainly is, 
however, one of the finest evergreen flowering shrubs we have 
from the roof of the world and it has the additional value of 
flowering in spring. : 
One could continue mentioning choice things ad infinitum, 
but sufficient for the day, etc. Shrubs, be they early or late 
flowering, are of the utmost value in the garden, giving delightful 
effects of light and shade and bringing suggestions of a calm 
and peace, reminiscent of a still sea, and above all a certain 
indefinable charm. To the more material senses they also bring 
satisfaction in all their shades and blends of colour, leaves, 
flowers and fruit from the first days of spring till the last days of a 


glorious autumn such as has just passed from our “es . 


THE IMPROVEMENT OF ROCK AND ALPINE 
GARDENS 


T is probable that during the past season, when the effects 
of the various combinations of colour in the rock garden 
could be observed, mental notes have been made as to the 
way in which the schemes can be improved. The early 
autumn and spring months are the best times for carrying 

out this improvement, and the various groups of plants can be 
transferred to positions which have been allotted to them, so 
that they are in harmony with their neighbours. The earlier 
transplanting is finished the better it is for most plants, giving 
them time to settle down and make plenty of roots before com- 
mencing to flower in the spring. Pockets that have become sour, 
or in which the soil is worn out, should be emptied, and then 
refilled with good soil, taking care to put plenty of drainage in 
the bottom if the soil is at all retentive. The stronger, free- 
growing plants that show signs of having exhausted the soil 
of the pockets in which they are growing should be taken up and 
replanted in larger ones containing fresh soil, while the pockets 
from which they are taken may be renewed for something else. 
Where there is danger of a choice plant being overrun by a 
stronger-growing kind, one or the other should be moved to a 
more suitable position, so that the weaker one will have a fair 
chance to develop. 

All through the winter months there is much work to be 
done in the rock garden. If not previously performed in the 
autumn, all plants that require it should be top-dressed, using 
a mixture of fine soil, leaf-mould and sand. Many plants, like 
some of the alpine primulas, have a tendency to form stems and 
grow away from the surface of the ground, with the result that 
they appear leggy. If top-dressed, fresh roots are emitted higher 
up the stem, and thus the plants benefit to a great extent by 
this operation being periodically performed. Mossy saxifrages, 
achilleas, aubrietias and other similar carpeting plants should 
have a like compost worked in between their prostrate stems. 
Where there is room between the plants the soil should be first 
stirred up slightly with a hand fork, and all weeds cleared off 
before putting on the top-dressing. 

In arranging the various plants for effect in the alpine 
garden there is a large class with silvery foliage that can be used 
with advantage, and much can be done to emphasise a promontory 
or direct the eye to any desired point of the garden by the careful 
use of such plants as Cerastium alpinum or C. tomentosum with 
their carpets of white. Others of this group worth growing on 
a sunny ledge are the erodiums, the best of which are E. chrysan- 
thum, with yellow flowers, and E. amanum, with white ones. 
The genus artemisia furnishes some of the most decorative 
silvery subjects suitable for planting in dry walls, A. vallesiaca, 
with its graceful branches of dazzling white attracts attention 
throughout the season from spring to autumn. A. lanata forms 
pendent masses that, when hanging from a ledge, are very effec- 
tive. Several of the pinks, like Dianthus cesius and D. plumarius, 
also have evergreen foliage of this kind, and help to furnish 
the rock garden in winter. Veronica incana, with its white 
leaves and spikes of blue flowers, is very charming and is one of 
the most easily grown plants, succeeding in almost any sunny 
position. Another good plant is Onosma albo-roseum, with its 
bristly leaves and drooping flowers of white that change to rose 
with age. This can be grown on a well drained sunny ledge and 
will soon form a wide, silvery grey tuft. Another family that 
gives us many silvery -leaved plants is that of saxifraga, and 
for the rocky portions of the garden the silvery rosettes of 


S. lingulata, S. lantoscana and S. longifolia, besides many others, 
are indispensable. A pretty little plant is Geranium argenteum, 
with its pink flowers in June on stems only a few inches high. 
This plant seeds freely, and self-sown seedlings establish them- 
selves in the suitable rocky crevices near, making charming 
little tufts of silver. A good carpeting plant is Raoulia australis, 
which requires a well drained gravelly soil. Creeping over rocks 
and stones it is always attractive. One must not forget the 
beautiful Androsace lanuginosa, with its many branched stems, 
silky leaves and delicate rose-coloured flowers. It should be so 
planted that its trailing stems can fall down from or over a rocky 
ledge. A. sarmentosa forms dense rosettes of silvery foliage, 
from which spring runners bearing other rosettes at their extremi- 
ties, which if pegged down and covered with sandy soil, will root 
quickly. The flowers are rose coloured with a white eye and are 
produced in trusses during the month of May. A. Chumbyi is 
a smaller-growing kind with deeper coloured flowers. Several of 
the achilleas, also some species of anthemis, antennaria, alchemilla, 
Hieracium and potentilla, have white silky foliage that might 
be used for a garden of this kind, indeed a very attractive feature 
might be made with these plants. 

While, however, admitting the attraction of plants with 
silvery foliage, flowering plants also claim attention, one of the 
most important groups being the saxifrages. Many of these are 
of the greatest possible use in the rock garden. For bold groups 
in prominent positions at the back we have the megasea section, 
of which S. cordifolia is typical. This has large, handsome leaves, 
and masses of pink or rose-coloured flowers in early spring. 
The mossy section, with their carpets of emerald green are valu- 
able for furnishing the half shady portions, while the red flowers 
of such as S. decipiens var. sanguinea and others are an added 
attraction. The encrusted section with their rosettes of stiff, 
leathery leaves, more or less encrusted with a silvery deposit, 
produce their flowers in May and June and are the chief attrac- 
tion in the rock garden at that time. Earlier in flower than the 
above are the cushion saxifrages, of which S. Burseriana is 
typical. These bloom in March and April, white-flowered ones in 
addition to S. Burseriana being S. marginata, S. Jenkinsiana and 
S. Sundermanni, while among the best yellows are S. apiculata, S. 
Faldonside and S. sancta. With pink or red flowers there is 
the interesting S. Grisebachii and S. media, besides a host of 
garden hybrids. 

Among the pinks, or dianthus, there is the beautiful D. 
alpinus, with its large, handsome, rose-coloured flowers spotted 
with crimson in June. D. callizonus has large, brilliant pink 
flowers, with a dark belt of crimson at the base of the petals. 
It is one of the few kinds that require a shady position. Dainty 
in appearance is D. neglectus, with bright rosy-pink flowers with 
buff-coloured undersides. All these are dwarf growing, only 
two or three inches high. Others of freer habit are D. czsius, D. 
petreus and D. plumarius, valuable for growing in large effective 
groups in sunny positions.

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or three inches high. It likes a gritty loam with a half shady 
aspect, and plenty of water when in full growth. Later on in 
the summer there is the handsome G. septemfida, followed by the 
blue G. dahurica, while at the end of the season the two new 
Chinese species, G. Farreri and G. sino-ornata come into flower. 
The former has pale blue flowers with a white throat, and the 
latter has dark purplish blue ones. Both are of prostrate, 
spreading habit with numerous stems bearing terminal flowers 
in September and October. 

The genus primula is one of the most important families 
we have for use in the rock garden, as it contains plants for almost 
any position, from a rocky crevice to a site by the side of a stream. 
For the latter there is the beautiful Himalayan P. rosea, with its 
deep pink flowers early in spring, while for the shady, or half 
shady parts in rich soil, we have the numerous new kinds which 
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have been recently introduced from Western China and Tibet. 
To mention only a few, there is P. Bulleyana, with orange flowers ; 
P. Cockburniana, orange scarlet; P. Littoniana, pale lilac with 
with bright red tips; P. pulverulenta, crimson; and P. secundiflora, 
with drooping flowers in the way of P. sikkinensis, but crim- 
son in colour. P. Winteri from the Himalayas has mealy leaves. 
and soft lilac flowers. These are only a few of the newer and 
more desirable kinds, but there are many others that are indis- 
pensable for the alpine garden, like those of the alpine section 
found in the Alps of Europe, in addition to the well known 
Himalayan P. denticulata. 

No rock garden would be complete without the rosette 
mullein (Ramondia pyrenaica), but for want of space many 
other equally valuable plants like campanulas and phloxes have 
been passed over in these notes. W. a: 


ANNUALS FOR CUTTING 


LOWER decoration is an art in itself, an art which luckily 

comes not only naturally, but which can be cultivated. Too 

frequently, well grown flowers are badly arranged—so that their 

good qualities are not displayed to the best advantage. What 

might be the most effective but, alas! are often the most 

badly arranged of all flowers are the annuals. With a modicum 
of care this need not be. Easily raised, coming quickly to maturity and 
giving maximum effect at a minimum cost, annuals are the most gene- 
rally useful flowers for decorative work. Their variety of form, their 
daintiness of growth and delicacy of shade, or their boldness of line and 
flaming colour, give ample scope to diversity of taste in decoration. It 
is surprising what excellent results can be obtained from simple treatment. 
For example, a quite pleasing effect is produced by the use of the 
commonest of annuals, such as marigolds, cut about roins. long and 
properly arranged in a low Chinese bowl placed on a dark polished 
table. On the whole it is not advisable to put more than one or two 
kinds of annuals in the same vase, one colour should be used to show 
up the other, or one kind to soften the stiffness of outline in another. 
Such annuals as the mauvish blue or rose larkspur or the beautiful 
Nigella Miss Jekyll need no other flowers with them, while mauve 
verbena mixed with white or yellow scabious, the stalk of the scabious 
being several inches longer, produces a charming effect. Cut-glass 
vases filled with graceful annuals of the 
softest shades of mauve, blue, pink and white 
look very well in a room furnished in the 
Adam style. 

Annuals suitable for cutting are count- 
less and only a few can be mentioned. By 
making a careful selection a succession may 
easily be obtained from early summer until 
frost cuts down the remaining plants in 
autumn. It does not require the skill of an 
accomplished gardener to achieve this, but 
only average common-sense and a certain 
amount of attention. The sowing of annuals 
commences in October and continues at in- 
tervals until the following April. Half-hardy 
annuals will not stand the varying tempera- 
tures of spring,so must be raised in gentle 
heat and the planting out must be postponed 
until there is no danger from frost. They 
can be sown from January to March. 
Biennials, such as antirrhinums or pent- 
stemons, can be treated as annuals by sowing 
in a warm house during January, when they 
will flower the same year. ‘The next to be 
sown are the tender annuals in February and 
March. ‘They must be raised under glass 
and after being thoroughly well hardened off 
they can be planted out in June. The last 
are the hardy annuals. These are sown in 
the open during March and April either in 
permanent positions or in a seed-bed for 
transplanting. In sowing seed both outside 
and in boxes the common fault is to scatter 
the seed too thickly. It should be mixed with 
ten times its own bulk of finely sifted soil to 
ensure thin and even distribution. Annuals 
raised under glass need a temperature of 
45° to 55°, or even higher, according to the time of year and the 
seeds to be germinated. In some cases they are more satisfactory 
than those raised outside, as the boxes can be protected from 
changes in weather and attacks by birds and pests. On the other 
hand, incorrect cultivation—for example, if too much heat or water 
is given or the seedlings are not pricked off at the right moment—- 
may result in comparative failure. The boxes or pans should be well 
crocked, filled evenly with light compost and pressed moderately firmly. 
Before sowing, the boxes should be watered with boiling water to kill 
pests and weed seeds. Germination takes place most readily if glass 
and paper are placed over the boxes until the seedlings are up, when 
the covering should be gradually removed and the boxes placed on an 
airy shelf close to the glass. Excessive watering will cause the seedlings 
to ‘‘ damp off.”” As soon as the little plants are large enough they should 
be pricked off into other boxes and, as the days become warmer, they 
should be hardened off and planted in prepared positions. 

The site for annuals should be sunny, well drained and, if possible, 
the soil a light loam. Best results are obtained from such ground if 
well prepared and moderately manured. Gaps in the herbaceous 
border can be used, but if the flowers are intended chiefly for inside 
decoration, the most suitable position is a reserve bed, leaving the annuals 
in the borders unspoilt by cutting. Many odd corners can be beautified 
by sowing annuals, and if right choice is made they will thrive well 
with practically no attention whatever. For example, nasturtiums, 


larkspurs, poppies and annual lupins would be suitable for such places. 
Annuals are rapid growers and must be staked in the early stages 
to prevent their thin, tender shoots from bending over. Small twiggy 
shoots are best for this purpose. During the summer months liberal 
supplies of water should be given and the soil in between the plants 
carefully hoed. Among the annuals for cutting, from which the best 
results are obtained if raised under glass from January onwards, are 
asters, ageratum, annual chrysanthemums, cosmea, Erysimum Perofs- 
kianum, dianthus, calendula, ten-week stocks, gaillardia, dimorphotheca, 
schizanthus, salpiglossis, sweet sultan, verbena, sweet peas, scabious. 
and zinnias. A second sowing of certain of these should be made 
outside in April so that the gathering period is considerably lengthened. 
Any good varieties of the above-named plants may be chosen, but 
from the asters, blue and white varieties in the Comet section are prefer- 
able, whereas any colour in the Victoria or single type of aster is good. 
Dimorphotheca aurantiaca, the South African daisy, has beautiful 
soft orange flowers and is one of the best annuals recently introduced. 
It delights in a warm, sheltered position. Cosmea has a long period 
of flowering and continues until cut down by frost. It can be obtained 
in a variety of colours, and prefers a dry, sunny position. 

There is a large selection of annuals which are hardy enough to 
be sown straight in the open in March and April. Of this group clarkia,

godetia, nemesia, nigella, eschscholtzia, Centaurea Cyanus (the corn- 
flower) and poppies should not be transplanted, but should be sown 
in their flowering positions and the seedlings rigorously thinned. Most 
of the other hardy annuals are sown in prepared seed-beds and then 
planted in the borders. Lavatera is one of the most useful, a handsome 
plant growing 4ft. high and producing showy pink or white flowers. 
Linum grandiflorum rubrum, the scarlet flax, is also very effective. 
The variety cardinalis of the Shirley poppies is invaluable for cutting. 
Centaurea sauveolens, the yellow sweet sultan, and coreopsis are par- 
ticularly valuable owing to their lasting properties when cut. To mix 
with other flowers Gypsophila elegans is easily raised and very useful. 
Rudbeckia bicolor superba with its large golden blossoms is most 
effective for decoration. The rich shades of maroon as well-as the more 
ordinary blues and whites make scabious particularly worthy of growing 
for cutting. 'Tagetes erecta, the African marigold, flowers late in the 
season and makes a bold and vivid effect in a bowl of contrasting colour. 
The value of sweet peas is too well known to demand description. 
Annual chrysanthemums are very hardy and can be obtained in a 
number of colours. 

Besides being useful as cut flowers, all these annuals are 
equally suitable for mixed borders and some for bedding out. 
Their beauty, variety of uses, easy culture and quick results all go 
towards making them almost as indispensable as they are valuable in 
every garden. M. P.

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THE KEY TO 


ANY songs and many books have been written about 

wine, and the songs are the better of the two for they do 

not attempt to classify and analyse, but treat wine as a 

glory and a mystery. ‘To the average man wine is a mystery 

in another sense. He wades through the catalogues sent 

him by merchants good, bad and intolerable. They usher 
him into an enchanted land of magic where pepper-pot turretted 
Chateaux with melodious names yield “ rich,” “‘ interesting’ and 
“superbly delicate ’’ wines at so much per dozen bottles. In the end 
he goes to his wine merchant and says with a furtive or a brazen air, 
according to his temperament: ‘“‘ I want six dozen of sound, drinkable 
claret and six dozen good Burgundy.”’ Does he specify Chateau Ras- 
taquiére or Tour gros Poire, 1906, or whatever it is? No; he con- 
tinues, ‘‘ at about fifty shillings or so a dozen.” 

The merchant may be an honest man or may be one who had only 
that morning been wondering how he could work off some of that 
Bordeaux which had turned out less happily than he had hoped. The 
buyer, if he has confidence in his merchant, departs feeling that anyway 
he is sure of a moderately ‘‘ safe’? wine; one that will not produce 
obviously bleak faces at the table. 

Inevitably all depends on the wine merchant or source of supply. 
The best are honest and worthy men, long-sighted enough to know 
that the confidence of their clients is the basis of their trade. When 
you receive a catalogue of “ Bargains ’’ from a merchant with whom 
you have had no previous dealings, reflect, as you consign it to the 
waste paper basket, that good wine is scarce to-day and doubtful wine 
bad at any price. A literary affectation in the catalogue is always a 
bad sign. 

Wine is adulterated : it always has been ; but now the fatal chemist 
has learnt a method of debauching the bacteria which convert grape juice 
into wine. They “ Pasteurise”’ it. In theory nothing should happen 
to it after that ; in practice the most dreadful things occur. It may 
deceive the palate, but is customarily incapable of allaying the natural 
suspicion of the stomach. The conflict of opinion may be painful, 
but it is nature’s warning against the wicked grocer. 

From the consumer’s point of view wine is still too high in price. 
The trade explain that conditions of war and post-war prices have 
upset things, and that, as we are 
drinking to-day the wines grown in 
the unsettled times, we cannot ex- 
pect much immediate reduction. 
A reversion not to pre-war prices, 
but to a normal of to-day, is about 
the best we may hope for. A con- 
tributory cause of the feeling that 
wine is too dear is undoubtedly the 
wicked prices asked for the most 
dubious of wine at the hotels and 
restaurants. People drink inferior 
wines labelled with good names, 
and rightly judge that the wine is 
not worth the money. The wine 
they get is not. 

Wine lists to-day! With 
possibly one or two exceptions, the 
area of hotels, restaurants and even 
clubs with a sound wine list is 
nowadays confined between 
Knightsbridge in the far west and 
the Regent Street corner of Picca- 
dilly Circus on the east. 

Now, how can one give some 
sort of a guide to what is geod, 
and, what is more to the point, 
obtainable to-day? It is like one 
of the preposterous tasks set by 
fairy-tale kings as a discourage- 
ment to importunate suitors. The 
first thing is to assume that you 
have an honest wine merchant, the 
next to decide on a_customer’s 
classification which will show some 
consideration for the all too preva- 
lent trouble of anwmia of the in- 
come. ‘The next thing is to 
remember that this article is to be 
about wine you can buy, and not a 
chronicle of exquisite unprovable 
memories. 

The lists which follow are by 
no means comprehensive, and they 
are essentially ‘Safety First.” 
They were arrived at in a rather 
cowardly way by consulting some 
of the best wine merchants with 
widely varying clientéles and then 
neutralising any suspicion of trade 
consideration by diluting or averag- 
ing their expressed opinions with 
those of a rather greater number of 
talented consumers whose taste is 
valued at clubs, inns (in the legal 
sense) and the more epicurean of 
masonic gatherings. Any errors of 
judgment are entirely mine, and 
so is the classification system, 
which is perhaps rather snobbish. 
I cannot help it, for wines are 
conservative and persist in having 
class distinctions. Anyway, it is 
practical—too practical for the 
dubious merchant’s list. One or 
two Wine purveyors went to earth 
rather than mark their own lists ! 
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THE CELLAR 


After every wine is bracketed a letter. These indicate a scale 
which is approximately as follows, but which involves no abrupt dividing 
line. 

The epicure’s selection. Wine probably obtainable with a little 
trouble and price not considered. Not all A wines are 
necessarily expensive, though it just depends on how you 
value money. 

B. The connoisseur’s selection. Possibly quite as good as A, but 
not so well known, and probably more moderate in price. 
The kind of wine for a particularly special little party of 
people with appreciative palates. 

C. An important dinner party wine, excellent, but more general 
in appeal than B and better for its particular purpose. 

D. Average party wine. Good, well chosen, everyday wine of 
sufficiently good quality to be drunk with satisfaction by people 
with educated palates. In a word, wine good enough for 
anybody, and far better than a lot of more expensive growths. 

I am afraid it is a rough and ready method of classification, but 
one cannot simplify an enormous subject down to bare essentials with- 
out ruthlessness. The great consideration is soundness and reliability, 
and if you get the real product of the right year from a sound man it 
should be satisfactory. Anyway, suspect a motive of a discreditable 
nature if your supplier disagrees ! 

Let us take the clarets first. Vintages 1899 and 1900 are excellent, 
’o4 variable, but has produced some first- class wines, ’07 and ’og are 
on the light side, ’12 fair,’14 and ’16 fair,’17 good value at present 
and better than was expected, "19 is said to be excellent, ’20 was 
not good as a whole, but a few wines will be very good, ’21 said to be 
excellent.

Burgundy presents a narrower range of choice and varies in quality 
according to the shipper and bottler. The years ’04 and ’o6 are excel- 
lent, ’11 and ’14 were also good, but the quantity was small, ’19 is excel- 
lent and 1920 and 1921 will be good. 

Romanée ’06 and Richebourg ’o6 are distinctly A wines, as are 
the Chambertins, Clos de Vougeot and Nuits St. Georges of these 
vintages, ’04, ’06. 

Corton, Clos-du-Rois, 1908, Pommard 1911, Grand Chambertin 
1911 can be classed as B, though there is little difference in this case 
between the A and B classes. 

Class C would perhaps be better suited by a Beaujolais of ’14 or a 
Volnay of earlier date, ’04 or ’o6 for preference. The Chambertin 
1915 is excellent, but it is a wine worth preserving, and it is a pity to 
drink it yet. The Clos de Vougeot 1916 is well worth buying to keep. 
Nuits Premiére 1917 is a class C wine at present. 

Beaujolais ’19 or Mercury 1917 may serve for class B. Also 
includes Beaune and Volnay of ’11 and ’14. In white Burgundies 
the Chablis of 1911 and the Mersault of 1919 are to be commended. 
‘The Montrachet 1914 can be classed as a connoisseurs’ wine. 

Champagne offers a bewildering selection of brands, and the bad 
ones are as expensive as the good. The vintages are 11, ’14, not 715, 
but ’17 and ’19. As a general guide the consumer who contents him- 
self with something within the following list will not go far wrong. 

Class A. Moet and Chandon 1911 and 1914. 

Bollinger 1914. 
B. Lanson ’14. Veuve Clicquot ’15. 
Ruinart ’11. Georges Goulet, ’14. 
C. Pol Roger ’14. Ruinart ’14. Georges Goulet ’17. 

All others are ignored either because I have tried them or because 
I have not. 

For a D class champagne a good non-vintage champagne by any 
of the foregoing is usually better than a cheap “ vintage ” by a little 
known firm. In other sparkling wines such as Saumurs, Vouvray alone 
can be recommended as dry enough for our taste. It is very popular 
in France and peculiarly grateful to those many ladies who have good 
taste in wine. 

The question of German wines, Hocks and Moselles revealed 
only one general opinion. That was that no wise man would commit 
himself to any expression of opinion. Their chemists are extremely 
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able and their prices are ridiculously high. If you succeed in getting 
hold of a genuine Auslese wine, you may be all right—but—— ! 

No less important than the light wines are sherry, port and madeira. 
This latter is often available in sterling qualities at a low price, and is 
coming into favour again. Like port, it is a matter of reliance on the 
shipper. A Bual of 1878,shipped by Rutherford and Miles, is an excel- 
lent wine. They are a good stable for the Madeira stakes. As for 
owes like cider, it comes best from the west country—Harvey’s of 

ristol. 

The best port vintages are ’87, ’90; 1896 very fine, 1900, ’o4, 
’08 (excellent) and 1912. 

Croft, Cockburn, Dow, Rebello Valente and Graham are all shippers 
with an excellent reputation for reliability. Ar ’o4 vintage wine by 
any of these would go well with the most critical of parties. ‘Those 
who seek a really good tawny ordinary non-vintage port for daily use 
will probably find one to their taste among those shipped by Rebello 
Valente. Cockburns old dry tawny is another excellent wine of this 


type. 

Brandy is the necessary pendant to good wine. The best vintages 
are, 65, 69, ’78, ’75, 1900, ’04 and ’o6. Of recent years, ’11, 
"53, and “27. 

Bisquit Dubouché and Co., Courvoisier, Denis Mounié and Co., 
and Exshaw are reliable for Cognacs. Spanish brandy is, however, 
not to be despised, for latterly there have been some very excellent 
vintages, and in years to come they will be valuable. Pedro Domecq 
is reliable. In general, the vintages up to ’78 come under my classes 
A and B, the 1900, ’04 and ’o6 under C, and subsequent growths may 
be classed as D until they grow older. 

One last word of advice. The only cheap way of buying wine is 
to buy it when it is newly bottled and inexpensive. Good clarets of 
the *17 and ’18 vintages and, in particular, some of the burgundies will 
double in value rapidly. A small cellar carefully stocked will develop 
in six or seven years into a possession affording the greatest pride and 
interest, and there are reasons for it. Reasons admirably stated by 
Henry Aldritch (1647-1710) during a rather unsettled period of our 
island story when people probably felt very much as they do to-day : 

“* Tf all be true that I do think, 
There are five reasons we should drink, 
Good wine—a friend—or being dry— 
Or lest we should be by-and-by 
Or any other reason why.” 

The reasons against are beyond me—but can be eloquently stated 
by some Americans or the member for the Sutton division of Plymouth 
in the new House of Commons. Hucu Po.tvarp. 


PLAYER-PIANOS: 


HERE are to-day several kinds of player-piano, each aiming 
to satisfy a particular kind of music-lover. It will therefore 
be a useful thing to have the matter clearly explained. 
1.—The original instrument is generally spoken of as 
the ‘‘ pianola.’’ It is scientifically a ‘‘ pneumatic pianoforte,” 
and its descriptive name is ‘“‘ player-piano.”’ ‘The term pianola 
applies to one instrument only, which is the player-piano made by the 
Eolian Company, exactly as the other term, Angelus, for example, 
applies only to the instrument made by Sir Herbert Marshall and Sons. 
But “ pianola ’* has escaped into literature as well as into general speech, 
and the /Eolian Company do not try to arrest the runaway. 

This is the instrument for the man with an ear for music and, 
preferably, some slight knowledge of the idiom of the pianoforte. The 
player-pianist uses it with the individuality of a good craftsman operating 
his tools ; and so it follows that he is truly a performer and that the 
instrument sounds pleasant or unpleasant according to his ability. 

Not everyone yet understands this truth. ‘Therefore many people 
still think slightingly of the pianola (with no intention, I may say, to 
pose as high-brow and superior), and many others who at first are 
pleased with the facile novelty of the instrument get tired of it after 
a while. 

The cause of this ignorance is partly the manufacturers’ statement 
that anyone can play the pianola, whether musical or not and whether 
inclined to practise or not. Chiefly, however, the cause rests with the 
fact that the technical principles of the art have not yet been abstracted, 
which means that there is no science of instruction. 

As regards the executive work of the pianolist, the pianola differs 
only in one respect from the piano—the pianist has to strike the keys 
with his fingers, but for the pianolist the equivalent operation is effected 
by a pneumatic mechanism which he sets working by means of foot- 
pedals. 

The pianolist (we accent the first syllable) stands to the pianist 
much as the latter stands to the violinist. On the violin we have to 
make our own notes ; on the piano they are made for us, but have to 
be struck ; on the pianola they are both made and struck. 

But automatic activity extends no further, and we have to make 
for ourselves, no less than pianist and violinist, all other elements and 
conditions of musical performance. We have to create quality of tone, 
accent and emphasis, rate of movement, the innumerable refinements 
of time and touch, the distinction between a superior melodic part 
and the subordinate accompanying parts ; and, above all, we have to 
impose character in the rendering of a piece. These elements and 
conditions are primarily governed by the pedalling, which, in its turn, 
is governed by our feeling for music, knowledge of music, and general 
sensitiveness. 

We have, of course, a few mechanical accessories, some of which 
are operated automatically by side-perforations in the music roll. The 
sustaining lever (the loud pedal of the piano) works in this way, also 
the device whereby melody is made superior to accompaniment. Yet 
these automatic helps do not cover more than ro per cent. of the occa- 
sions when sustaining lever and individualising of parts are wanted ; 
and so the matter comes back to the original position, which is that the 
pianolist is the sole performer, and that he must be instructed in music. 

Even the directions given in the roll for expressive freedom of 
time demand educated musicianship in the man who follows them, 
because this freedom is expressive only as a variation from a clearly

established normal time. It is unintelligible when the rhythmical 
beats of the music are not known to the player ; and as no roll tells 
you the “‘ time ” of the piece or shows you the bar-lines, it is natural 
that those of us who are not really well educated in music should find 
all compositions, but the very simple, confusing—of which, by the by, 
we soon tire. (For the comfort of the anxious amateur, I may say that 
gifted professional musicians are puzzled by advanced music on the 
pianola, and that they not infrequently play a piece in the wrong time 
all through. If the music roll were barred, or the time-signature 
given, they would not go astray.) 

During the past few years the ‘‘ free time ”’ of performances by a 
master-pianist has been cut into rolls that are variously named ‘“‘ Arti- 
style,” ‘‘ Animatic,”’ “‘ Hand Played,” etc. 

The ordinary pianola roll is cut to a strictly measured time, so that 
no bar covers more or less space than another ; and we can play the 
roll to a metronome. 

The new kind of roll is a good development ; but, even more than 
the “‘ straight-cut ”’ roll, it requires barring to show the place of accents 
and the extent of the measures, seeing that where one bar covers half 
an inch of the paper another bar may cover half a foot. Really com- 
plex music, played in really impassioned manner by the recording 
pianist, is often chaotic until we have examined the printed score of the 
piece and transferred the bar-lines to the roll. 

I have made these remarks in order to warrant my saying that 
the pianola is not for the music-lover who is uneducated in music. 

2.—In the second kind of player-piano the above problems and 
intricacies are abolished, and no more is demanded of us in the way 
of operation than is demanded by the gramophone. 

This second instrument is the Electric Reproducing Pianoforte, 
which is, without exaggeration, one of the marvels of the age. 

A uniform motive power is provided by electricity. Left to itself, 
the power would cause the instrument to play with a uniform loudness ; 
but it is governed so delicately and accurately by a system of dynamic 
control that twenty or thirty successive notes may have individual 
quality, force and colour. 

Thus the range of tone in the instrument is well-nigh infinite, 
because the same forces produce different results with changing con- 
ditions of register, fulness of harmony, and the like. 

The Duo-Art, Steinway-Welte, and other reproducing pianos 
give a near copy of the master-pianist’s original performance. It is a 
far nearer copy than the gramophone gives, for the reason that the 
medium is unchanged, the piano remaining. The instrument simply 
brings a concert into your room, and in an hour you may hear several 
of the great pianists of the generation. 

But it is expensive. The Steinway grand costs, I believe, between 
eight and nine hundred pounds ; and, being listeners merely, we are 
allowed no scope for our own executive ability. We can employ the 
instrument for ordinary pianola rolls, switching off the ‘“‘ Duo-Art ”’ 
mechanism and using the accessory appliances ; but we have no real 
command over the music, and we cannot produce a sharp accentual 
emphasis. 

3.—For the man midway between a true pianolist and a listener 
is now provided the foot-blown reproducing piano. Here motive power 
is supplied, not by electricity, but by the pedals of the ordinary pianola. 
This type plays the same roll as its highly aristocratic brother, but 
does not call into use more than a minor selection of the dynamic control

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perforations cut into the margins of the roll. The touch required in 
playing a melody detached from its accompaniment, for example, is 
in our own charge. 

Therefore, though the Foot-blown Duo-Art gives us the master 
pianist’s rendering, it gives us this only in the measure and character 
of our personal co-operation. Volume of sound, good or bad quality 
of tone, and accents and emphases (in great part) still depend on our 
pedalling. And as we are co-operating performers with Paderewski, 
Bauer, Backhaus and the rest, our art is highly exhilarating—if only 
we are intelligent partners, that is, moderately acquainted with music 
and sensible to the time of the piece. 

For the average music-lover the Foot-blown Duo-Art is a superb 
instructor. The dynamic controls create hundreds of accents, taking 
us with ease into the metrical form of the music. The sustaining lever, 
and almost as importantly the half-stroke lever (the ‘‘ soft pedal” of 
the piano) operate with remarkable persistence, greatly affecting the 
quality of the tone made by our pedalling. ‘The subordinate parts of 
the music are correctly individualised, so that their rise and fall actually 
directs us, by sympathetic reaction, how to mark the melody (which, 
as I said, is left free under our feet). 

All we have to do is to apprehend the time of the music, to realise 
its character, and to understand the original performance, in order 
to have born in us that sense of personal power which attends the 
creation of art. Great pianists become our teachers, and in a year we 
may make progress not otherwise possible in ten years. 

And so the foot-blown reproducing piano is the instrument fot 
the average music-lover, for reasons intimated, and for the further reason 
that it eventually teaches him how to play the pianola. Thus taught, 
he gives up (as I imagine) both reproducing piano and hand-played 
rolls, and exercises his own individuality without check in the perform- 
ance of music by the straight-cut roll. 

But he does not then have to discard his foot-blown reproducing 
player-piano and purchase an ordinary player-piano ; for by moving 
a switch we convert the foot-blown into a normal instrument, on which 
we play the ordinary music roll. 

4.—Recently the Eolian Company have put into the world a 
Duo-Art which is both electric and foot blown. The conveniences 
of this instrument can be gathered from remarks already made, since 
it is driven electrically or personally at the will of the owner. 

In a subsequent article I hope to .give some advice on the playing 
of the Foot-blown Duo-Art Pianola P!ano, with a list of rolls graded 
for technical study. In the meantime, I may be permitted to direct 
the attention of pianolists to the ‘‘ Player-Piano Supplement ” of Mr. 
Compton Mackenzie’s monthly periodical, the Gramophone. The art 
of the pianola is held up largely because it has no literature ; and though 
several newspapers and musical journals give reviews of current music 
rolls, the amount of space devoted to the pianola is, in relation to 
that given to the gramophone, roughly as one is to ten thousand ; 
and this “ Supplement ” is the only regular means whereby pianolists 
can keep in touch with their art and have their interests at- 
tended to.

SOME RECENT GRAMOPHONE 
RECORDS 


ITHIN a few months of the production of Dr. Ralph 

Vaughan Williams’ Gloucestershire opera, ‘‘ Hugh 

the Drover,”’ a set of gramophone records is available 

to spread a knowledge of this fresh and captivating 

music. The opera was first produced in London 

last summer by the students of the Royal College of 
music and by the British National Opera Company (His Majesty’s 
Theatre). The B.N.O.C. are now performing it in the provinces, 
and Londoners are to hear it again in the New Year. ‘The gramophone 
records will enhance public appreciation of the work, for the music 
the ordinary man likes is the music he knows something about. 

There are five discs, issued by the Gramophone Company (“‘ His 
Master’s Voice”). The singers are the B.N.O.C. principals, with 
Miss Mary Lewis and Mr. Tudor Davies as the lovers. The chorus 
comes from the Royal College, and Dr. Malcolm Sargent conducts. 
“‘ Hugh the Drover ” is an opera of rural England in the days of the 
Napoleonic wars. Mary is to be married to John the Butcher, a man 
she detests. At the village fair she is seen by a wandering horse- 
drover, and the two are soon in love. John is the village boxing cham- 
pion. Hugh the Drover challenges him, and in the middle of the opera 
stage the tenor and bass go for each other bare-fisted, ringed round by 
excited villagers. This is a lively scene, as can be guessed. 

The village is delighted when the bullying butcher is fairly beaten, 
but he does not take it well, and accuses the drover of being a spy of 
Napoleon’s. In Act II the drover is languishing by night in the stocks, 
but he is cheered by being joined by his sweetheart, Mary. Day 
comes and the military arrive to take charge of the spy ; but Hugh is 
straightway recognised as no spy at all, but a useful source of supply 
of Army horses. So John is pressed into military service, and the 
tale ends happily for the lovers. 

It is a simple piece, but it gives Dr. Vaughan Williams opportunities 
to adorn it with some of the most delightful stage music written in 
England since Sullivan. The first disc gives the hubbub and merry- 
making of the fair (the opening scene). Among other music the second 
disc includes the delicious, old-fashioned ballad, ‘‘ Life Must Be Full 
of Care,’ sung by the duenna of the piece to console poor Mary, and 
also the splendid, fiery song of the drover when he explains his calling 
to his new friends. On the next disc is a charming little love duet, 
and then the fight music. 

Some of the beautiful tender music of the early morning scenes 
in Act II are on the fourth disc ; and the last gives us the happy ending. 
Much of the material in Dr. Vaughan Williams’ score has the frankness 
and tunefulness of folksong. Possessors of these gramophone records 
will quickly be wanting to hear the whole work. 

‘rom the music of Vaughan Williams to that of Gustav Holst 
is only astep. The Columbia Company last year did a very real service 
to music by recording the whole of Mr. Holst’s superb symphonic 
suite, ‘‘ The Planets,” and they have lately followed up that enterprise 
by issuing his Oriental suite, “‘ Beni Mora” (two discs). This is a 
very brilliant set of three movements, in which fragments of Oriental 
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music heard in Tunis are worked up with Occidental resources. 
composer has conducted this reproduction. 

In the same list is a smaller but exceedingly beautiful composition 
by Mr. Holst—the ‘‘ Four Medizval Songs” for voice and violin, 
sung by Miss Dora Labbette and played by Mr. W. H. Reed. The 
music is austere almost to bareness, but the beauty of this austerity 
—so well in keeping with the devotional spirit of the poems, and the 
archaisms of the English—does not cease to grow on one. In the 
Gramophone Company’s list a record of Mr. Holst’s Military Band 
suite, in F, on English folk-songs, played by the Coldstream Guards, 
appears. It is delightful music, and will appeal to many for whom the 
average record of military band music is too strident. 

A large series of Wagnerian excerpts reco-d2d on ‘‘ His Master’s 
Voice ”’ discs have been one of the most distinguished enterprises of the 
gramophone companies in the last year or two. “‘ The Ring” and ‘“‘ The 
Meistersingers ’’ have n very handsomely treated. More recently 
there have appeared two discs of music of Act I of ‘‘ Tristan and Isolde,” 
the first giving us Isolde’s Narration and the second the music of the 
Love Potion scene and the finale. This has been conducted by Mr. 
Albert Coates, and, as with his other records, the balance is again 
excellent. Many Wagner records give the solo voice an undue promi- 
nence. Here—although the music is naturally presented on 2 diminished 
scale, compared with an actual performance—the proportions are right. 
Miss Florence Austral and Mr. Tudor Davies are the soloists. 

A new record of two Russian folksongs, “‘ Down the Petersky ” 
and ‘‘ Dubinushka,” sung by the great Chaliapin (‘“‘ H.M.V.’’), is 
capital. The singing suggests tremendous zest, and anyone who ha; 
seen Chaliapin will at once picture him again on hearing this record. 
Another striking voice is that of the Italian bass, Ezio Pinza, but it must 
be confessed that his recent disc of airs of Halévy and Rossini is not of 
the first interest musically, splendid though the vocal quality is. 

Lovers of chamber-music may be recommended Mr. Frank 
Bridge’s ‘‘'Three Idylls,”’ played by the Virtuoso String Quartet 
(‘“‘ H.M.V.”). This is music of a peculiar reserved and refined 
charm, and the playing by this newly formed English quartet is of 
the greatest beauty. MarcaTo, 


THE ALL BLACKS’ 
REVENGE 


HE New Zealand Rugby players avenged the defeat 

of their predecessors in 1905 by beating Wales decisively 

at Swansea last week. On this occasion there was no 

question of a disputed try on either side: the Welsh 

team was clearly inferior in almost every phase of the 
game and never really looked like winning. 

The atmosphere and setting of an International match in 
Wales is unique and never to be forgotten. Last Saturday the 
scene was as striking as any that has gone before, but it differed 
from most of those played in this stronghold of Welsh Rugby— 
in the silence, gloomy and depressed, with which the great crowd 
left the ground. In the trains which took spectators from every 
part of Wales to their homes men smoked in silence ; there was 
none of the excited talk, the singing which is so characteristic 
of Welshmen after such an event; the streaming rain was an 
appropriate accompaniment to the close of the match. 

Before the match began, the sun shone brightly on a sea 
of faces. Every tree, telegraph post, wall and window within 
sight of the ground had its bunch of sightseers—there were 
comparatively few women—who joined in the singing of hymn 
and song, as only a Welsh crowd can. When everyone rose to 
his feet and bared his head to sing ‘‘ Land Of My Fathers,”’ the 
spectacle and rolling volume of sound could not fail to impress 
the men from New Zealand; they will never forget it. The 
chanting and acting of the Maori war-cry, followed by a travesty 
of it given by the Welsh players, not in the best taste, came as an 
anti-climax. This was succeeded by a prolonged argument over 
the ball to be used, four being rejected before one could be found 
to suit the critical taste of the Welsh captain. Then, at iast, 
the game began and it was evident from the start that this was 
to be what is called a “‘ needle’ match. 

The Welsh authorities had elected to attempt to play their 
opponents at their own game ; the team chosen contained eight 
backs and seven forwards, including one ‘“‘ wing-forward ”’; the 
experiment was not a success. For half an hour most of the 
play was in Welsh territory ; the New Zealand backs were yards 
faster than their opponents, the forwards were taller, heavier and 
faster than the Welsh pack. During this time the All Blacks had 
scored 11 points, including a penalty goal. It must be 
admitted that the Welsh forwards did better than was ex- 
pected by most of us, or than seemed possible. against such 
odds, but up to half-time they got no more than their share of 
the ball in the scrummages, and were beaten in the line-out and 
in most of the loose play, in spite of the most strenuous efforts 
and fierce tackling. Ten minutes before the interval, J. Wetter, 
the Welsh captain, was carried off the field injured, and when 
he came back for the second half, he was dead lame and 
practically useless, though he went on pluckily, actually going

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into the scrum while his place as fly-half was taken by a forward. 
During the second half of the game, Wales did most of the 
pressing, but they were a beaten side; the New Zealanders 
made the most of their chances and scored twice more. 
They were over the line more often but were called back for 
going into touch or some infringement of the rules. The 
standard of play as a whole was poor, as often happens on 
such an occasion, and the play of the Welsh backs was only 
a shadow of what it was nineteen years ago. The most suc- 
cessful players on the New Zealand side were Nepia, who 
was at the top of his form and showed the greatest pluck, 
almost recklessness, in going down to the Welsh rushes ; 
Nicholls and Cooke, who were both brilliant in attack and 
defence ; and McGregor, who was responsible for some very 
clever kicking. For Wales, T. Johnson was quite a success in 
his unaccustomed position at full-back ; Rowe Harding, had few 
chances but made the most of them; and Delahay, the scrum- 
half, played a grand game in very difficult circumstances. 
The chief weakness of the losers was at centre three-quarter ; 
the backs as a whole were slow and their passing was bad. The 
quickness to seize an opportunity, splendid backing up and 
determined defence which are by now familiar traits in the All 
Blacks’ play were again apparent. Special mention must be 
made of the refereeing of Colonel J. Brunton of Northum- 
berland, an old International, who controlled a_ peculiarly 
ticklish and delicate situation with admirable firmness and 
tact. That he should make some mistakes in such a match was 
inevitable ; that he did not make more is surprising.

WIRELESS TELEPHONES 


NE of the most important parts of a wireless receiver 
is the telephone or loud-speaker which renders audible 
as sound vibrations the varying electrical impulses 
in the circuit of the receiver. The mechanism and 
electrical operation of the telephone are comparatively 

simple. The telephone is connected in the circuit of a wireless 
receiver so that the impulses of electrical current which vary 
in intensity and frequency in unison with the speech or music 
being received, pass through a coil of wire which is wound round 
a bar of soft iron. Every time an impulse of current flows in 
the circuit, the magnetic field, formed by the current passing 
through the coil magnetises the iron bar to an extent depen- 
dent upon the intensity of the electrical impulse and controlled 
in respect of its duration by the frequency of the impulses. 
In the arrangement of the ordinary telephone, a diaphragm 
consisting of a thin disc of iron is placed so that its centre is 
in close proximity to the end of the iron bar. Every time 
that the magnetism of the iron bar varies proportionately with 
the electrical impulses the diaphragm, which is firmly supported 
round its circumference, vibrates in unison and sets up sound 
vibrations in the air which are interpreted by the human ear as 
speech or music according to their nature. 

It will be seen from the above remarks that when analysed 
to its theoretical operation the telephone reproducer is one of 
the least complicated of the various parts of a wireless receiver, 
but it is also, as we have already mentioned, one of the most 
important, for any imperfections in its design will result in 
imperfect reproduction of speech or music however truthfully 
the remainder of the wireless receiver may perform its task. 
This is the reason that we find on the market so many different 
types of telephones varying in efficiency and in price. The nature 
of the iron used for the core on which the coil is wound is import- 
ant as influencing the sensitiveness of the telephone, while sensi- 
tiveness may also be considered as directly proportional to the 
number of turns of wire constituting the coil, and, therefore, the 
very finest wire is employed because the current to be carried is 
not sufficient to require a heavy conductor and the fine wire 
enables a very large number of turns to be contained in a con- 
venient space. Lastly, the properties of the diaphragm are 
important and also the mechanical means employed for supporting 
its circumference rigidly and maintaining the correct space 
between the magnet iron and the diaphragm. In addition, the 
mechanical rigidity of the whole telephone earpiece is impor- 
tant, since any uncontrolled vibration of either the magnet, 
the coil or the diaphragm will produce serious distortion in 
reception, 

Of the telephones on the market at the present time there is 
little to choose between the best known makes from the point 
of view of all-round efficiency, since such a high standard has been 
achieved and competition ensures that it will be maintained. 
What imperfections still remain are mainly due to the natural 
resonance of the diaphragm to certain note frequencies which it 
will emphasise unduly. The imperfections are, however, not 
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which was not described beforehand as “‘ of a very open nature ”’ ?

Will the speed of Rowe 
Harding of Cambridge, of Jacob or Wallace of Oxford, enable 
them to run round the opposition and score? There you have 
endless possibilities for the rash or partisan prophet to argue 
over, and, personally, I refuse to be drawn. 

The result of the matches played since Oxford met the 
All Blacks and Cambridge met Mr. Baxter’s XV can be dis- 
regarded ; both teams have been taking an “‘ easy ’’ through fear 
of that bugbear of all athletes, staleness. As usual, the Cambridge 
pack has been having a final polish at the hands of John Daniell ; 
no team of recent years has been complete without this, and few 
have failed to show the benefit of it. A heavy ground ought 
to favour the chances of Cambridge, but even in this aspect 
there is no certainty, for the Oxford forwards may upset 
all our calculations, if they play as they did against the New 
Zealand giants. Despite the obsession of most Rugby folks’ 
minds by the doings of the New Zealanders, there will be the 
usual large and enthusiastic crowd of spectators, not the least 


- interested of whom will be certain middle-aged gentlemen whose 


names may be found in the Book ’’—the English Selection 
Committee. Their job is no sinecure this year !

very serious and would probably only be detected by critical 
observation. Telephones, as we have described them above, have 
the disadvantage that they are designed to be worn on the head so 
that the telephones themselves are held against the ear. This is 
necessary because they are not designed to throw out the sound 
to a distance and it is to produce this result that the loud-speaker 
has been developed. 

In the production of a telephone capable of throwing out the 
sound to a distance, many new problems had to be tackled which 
did not arise in the design of head telephones. A loud-speaker 
must be capable of energising the air to a much greater extent 
in the production of sound vibrations, and, in order to achieve 
this object, the instrument must be capable of handling more 
electrical energy and more actual current. The current impulses 
from the wireless receiver must be stronger, and, to provide for 
this, additional amplification is employed in the receiver circuits. 
Altogether, the design of a loud-speaker must be robust and there 
is likely to be a considerable inertia of the moving parts to be 
overcome. Where the same principle of design is adopted as for 
ordinary telephones, the diaphragm has to be large, and is apt to 
resonate seriously on certain notes, this effect being the more 
pronounced by reason of the greater energy setting the diaphragm 
in motion. Several designs of loud-speakers discard the plain 
diaphragm and employ a cone-shaped diaphragm or a corrugated 
diaphragm instead, while in one type a coil of fine wire wound on 
a cone-shaped silk former is supported in a magnetic field and 
vibrates as a whole when the varying electrical impulses are caused 
to pass through the coil. 

Apart altogether from the electrical and mechanical con- 
siderations in the design of a loud-speaker, the horn or other 
means employed for distributing the sound is of the utmost 
importance in contributing both in volume produced and good 
quality with freedom from distortion. Unfortunately, some of the 
horns which have the best acoustic properties are cumbersome 
and awkward in appearance. There is still a great diversity of 
opinion on the part of experts in the science of acoustics as to 
what form and proportions the ideal horn should take or, indeed, 
whether the solution to best reproduction lies in the employment 
of a horn at all; and it is interesting to note that among the half- 
dozen types of loud-speakers acknowledged to give the best per- 
formance, two, at least, employ a very large diaphragm of special 
design and no horn at all. In the case of the last-mentioned 
instruments it must be admitted that there is a loss in volume 
as compared with the same in-put energy to a horn loud-speaker, 
due, of course, to the fact that a suitably designed horn is, in 
itself, an amplifier of sound. 

Before dismissing this subject mention must be made of the 
efforts of various enterprising manufacturers to produce a loud- 
speaker which will adapt itself to the home surroundings and 


harmonise with furnishings. Attempts in this direction have been © 


made by decorating the loud-speaker or by modifying its shape, 
while some manufacturers have obtained their effect by a com- 
bination of both these methods.

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WIRELESS AT THE 
CHRISTMAS PARTY

ing from the cottage upwards. Wireless is a wonderful inventi: n 
yet so simple that school children can put the apparatus toget! er 
and derive much amusement from doing so. Broadcasting is 4s 
yet only in its infancy—a sturdy, quick-growing infancy. A s: fe 
prophecy is that it will leap forward at Yuletide, when its vai ie 
will be recognised as offering novel and varied entertainme t, 
The Christmas party is one of the oldest institutions in t is 
country and it has outlasted many others chiefly because t 1e 
venerable figure who presides over it has had the faculty >f 
adapting all that was suitable from the changes due to progre s. 
Christmas has altered vastly since the day of Pickwick aod 
his convivial friends. Among other things, taste has grea‘ y 
altered from what it was when kissing games wound up a fez st 
opened with plum-pudding and mince pie. True, it was a jo y 
age, and coaching days and coaching ways gave an edge o 
appetite. That we look back with pleasure to the robust eatirz, 
drinking and merriment of Christmas in the old time is no bir 
to the introduction of novelties. It is the spirit of Christmas th it 
matters, the spirit of jollity and of reunion. With count:y 
people especially, Christmas is still the time of family meetin zs 
and of pleasant miscellaneous parties. There are still men aid 
women who play blind man’s buff and hunt the slipper, nor 
would anyone wish to see these ancient games discarded any more 
than we would have the rooms in which they are played robbed of 
the evergreens and mistletoe which have been consecrated to 
their decoration. But the rapidity with which broadcasting has 
been taken up by rich and poor alike has been an education 
and has created a demand for more diversified and refined enter- 
tainment. It has had a most extraordinary effect upon the 
nation; it has taken the pleasures of the town to the country 
and brought those of the country to the town. Such wonders 
as it has accomplished would have been attributed to miracles 
or magic in the not distant past. Consider the enlargement of 
audiences that enables listeners in remote towns or country 
villages all over the country to hear the speech of a king, a 
prince, or a prime minister as delivered. It brought the song 
of the nightingale to town, as well as the lectures, speeches, 
and concerts of the town to the country. 

To a house in the country a wireless installation is of the 
utmost value at a time when entertainment is in full swing, 
but especially in the country house at Christmas time when 
children are home from school and the place rings with the 
gaiety of Christmas parties, dancing and other amusements of 
the season. The ordinary programmes are very well selected, 
and in the country house may be heard the best music of all kinds 
from the gravest to the gayest. Given a loud-speaker, guests, 
by a miracle, can be supplied with dance music. 

In the current Quarterly Review there is an informative article 
on broadcasting by Mr. J. C. W. Reith, the managing director 
of the British Broadcasting Company, who, besides giving 
much technical information and an account of the staff, mentions 
most of the aids to entertainment supplied by wireless. ‘The 
staff of the company has increased from only four to three hundred 
and fifty, while close on a million licences have been issued in 
this period, and it may be assumed that there are four or five 
individuals for each licence. A great part of the programme is 
devoted to music, and it is claimed that the broadcasting organi ‘a- 
tion furnishes the greatest share of music in the country. Lite a- 
ture is transmitted, and good readers both of noble and of cor ic 
passages are chosen for the purpose. Many eminent auth rs 
have been found willing to give a conversational address on so 1¢ 
point or passage in their work. Special provision is made or 
the children by the famous “aunties’’ and “uncles” of * 1¢ 
series. Two books have been published showing the source of 
things given respectively by “ aunts’”’ and “ uncles ”’-—‘‘ Hv |o 
Boys!” and ‘“‘ Hullo Girls!’’ (Cecil Palmer). This is only a 
sample of the special pains taken to get things together  F 
the pleasure and instruction of children. With the use ul 
items in the broadcasting programme are mingled items wh °h 
are for pleasure only, as the singing of a trio, the tell ig 
of stories by a witty speaker. There are both recitals of mv ic 
and readings from the most entertaining authors ; nursery rhyr 2s 
are not thought unworthy of attention, and to them eld 1s 
usually listen as attentively as the young. The resources of 
wireless, in fact, seem absolutely endless. 

For Christmas time a special programme very much resé 11 
bling that of last year is in preparation. A few only of the ite 1s 
were settled at the time of writing. On the night of Decec 1- 
ber 22nd will be given the opera ‘‘ Hansel and Gretel,’’ and on 
Christmas Eve there will be an evening similar to that of |: st 
year. Carols will be sung at midnight, so that all the compa ty 
in a country house will be able to join in those homely, traditio:al 
songs of which people never tire.

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ELECTRIC LIGHT AND POWER FOR THE 
COUNTRY HOUSE AND FARM.—I 


HESE articles are not intended to push any of the excel. 

lent kinds of electric lighting and power plants on the 

market, but to assist those who would like to install 

a plant and are afraid of the prime cost and expense 

of operating, or who have heard, from friends, of their 
electrical troubles which have caused them, often unnecessarily, 
to call in costly expert assistance. 

My own experience is that, given one of the really good 
makes, and instructions for operating, nobody need be afraid of 
installing one of these immensely convenient and economical 
plants. Any ordinarily intelligent person of either sex can 
operate them with very little expenditure of time, and can also 
remedy troubles, electrical or mechanical, provided the instruc- 
tions of the makers are studied and followed. 


SIZE OF INSTALLATION. 

The first thing to do is to decide what service a plant is 
to render ; a small, rambling house may need a hundred lamps 
fitted, although perhaps not more than fifteen of them are 
likely to be in use at the same time ; or a compact house may 
be adequately equipped with only twenty or twenty-five lamps, 
of which perhaps five or six only will be alight together. 

The prospective purchaser must, therefore, definitely deter- 
mine the maximum number of lamps to be installed in rooms, 
passages, cellars, and so forth. It is wise to make a liberal 


estimate and to calculate how many lamps will be burning during - 


the dark days of winter. Lamps are of varying candle-power : 
one of eight candle-power is quite sufficient for passages and 
small rooms ; but a dining-room or drawing-room may require 
one hundred candle-power, supplied either by one lamp or by 
ten, according to taste. 

The question of power requirements then arises: Are 
washing machines, churns, pumps, toasters, vacuum cleaners, 
warming pads for beds, or any other of the numerous electrical 
accessories to be used ? (An electric iron is a very useful item.) 
All these things increase the total amount of current needed. 
General cooking by electricity is out of the question unless a 
very powerful set be installed ; the quantity of current used is, 
indeed, so great that it is decidedly cheaper to use coal at any 
price ; a plant which wiil give 1,600 c.p., sufficient for a good- 
sized house, and which will also work any of the accessories 
mentioned above, would only supply enough current for the 
daily cooking requirements of the average individual. 


ELECTRICAL TERMS EXPLAINED. 

A plant comprises engine, dynamo, battery, switchboard and 
cooling system. No technical knowledge of electricity is necessary 
for the operation of it, but there are five words the meaning 
of which must be understood. These are: kilowatt, watt, volt, 
ampere, and resistance. A kilowatt is 1,000 watts ; ten watts give 
eight candle-power, so that a one-kilowatt plant has a capacity 
of Soo candles with vacuum lamps or 1,600 c.p. with gas-filled 
bulks. Volts represent the force or pressure which drives the 
current—that is to say, the amperes—along the circuit. A cur- 
rent flowing along a thick wire experiences less resistance than 
if it flows along a thin one; the mechanical friction of 
water passing through a pipe is equivalent to the resistance 
experienced by an electrical current of so many amperes passing

through a copper wire. When two of the three factors, voltage, 
amperage and resistance are known, the third can be found, or 
measured with inexpensive instruments, by the formula: A 
(amperage) is equal to V (voltage) divided by R (resistance). This 
is called Ohm’s Law, and it is absolutely fundamental to all things 
pertaining to electrical operation, although the average operator 
of the small, modern, high-class electric lighting and power plant 
need not go deeply into it, interesting as it is. 

The capacity of modern filament lamps is marked on them 
in watts and not in candle-power; the number of watts is 


equal to the number of volts (driving force) multiplied by the 
amperes (rate of current flowing). Thus it is evident that, of two 
plants of different voltages, which happen to be consuming the 
same number of watts, the one with the larger voltage will take 
a smaller amount of current out of the storage battery. This 
means that, if the batteries of these two plants be of the same 
capacitv—say sixty ampere hours each—and if the current con- 
sumption (wattage or candle-power) of each—say 300 watts— 
be also the same, then the battery of the more powerful plant 
will require to be charged less frequently than that of the other, 
so that the operating expense will be reduced, as less fuel will be

consumed. This is where people often make a mistake in pur- 
chasing too small a set, when a larger and not much more 
expensive one would be cheaper in the long run, as well as adding 
to the length of life of the plant. The usual voltages of sets 
discussed in these articles are 25, 32, 50, 100 and 110; anything 
above this is large enough for a town power station. 

Any high-class plant can give more than its rated capacity 
for brief periods, but it is not expedient to place this burden 
upon it ; in fact, the larger the margin between the rated capacity 
and the normal current consumption the better as regards 
economy and long life. This brings us to another point: when 
considering the selection of a plant the customer should make 
sure of two things: first, that its rated capacity is that of the 
dynamo alone and not, as is the custom of some manufacturers, 
of the dynamo and battery combined, which is misleading and 
leads to trouble; secondly, that the capacity of the battery is 
rated on continuous and not on intermittent discharge ; in other 
words, some makers state that their batteries have a capacity 
of 115 ampere hours, whereas actually the capacity is only eighty 
ampere hours—a very substantial difference, especially as the 
storage battery is, or should be, a very expensive item in a set; 
and no battery will last for ever. 

A half-kilowatt or even smaller plant is suitable 

for lighting in many cases, but not for any of the 

| accessories which are sure to be used as time goes 

on. A very usual size is the 1 kilowatt, which will 

light continuously 50 vacuum lamps of 16 c.p. each 

or 66 gas-filled lamps of 24 c.p. Ora 2 or 3 kilowatt 

set may be decided upon ; it all depends on individual 
requirements. 

This brings us to the question of cost, which has to 

be divided under two headings, namely, the prime cost 
of purchasing and installing, and the operating cost. A 
small plant is, of course, cheaper than a larger one, but 
burns relatively more fuel because the battery has to be 
charged more frequently. The intending purchaser 
should call for tenders from several firms, for it is sur- 
prising how prices vary. Before doing this, however, 
he must decide whether the wiring in the house is to 
be out of sight or whether it is to be visible, or whether 
partly the one system and partly the other. The first 
plan is the more costly. In the second, the cables 
may be painted the colour of the room, and so be 
almost invisible ; they are quite small. 

The contract should have a clause guaranteeing perfect satis- 
faction and, for the period of at least one year, free service in 
case of need and ‘the free replacement of any faulty part. Some 
firms are apt to set up a plant in such a manner that, before 
long, there will be some annoying little trouble necessitating 
their services and fresh expense. It is far more satisfactory 
for the contractor to give always free, unstinted service, as this 
enhances his reputation. 

Two things are necessary: one is that a plant should be 
correctly installed in the first instance in exact accordance with

the instructions of the manufacturers ; the other is that a brief 
summary of instructions should be discussed with and be given 
to the attendant; in the event of any difficulty, he or she has 
then merely to go through these instructions and will probably 
be able to remedy the matter. It is not necessary, in the case 
of a thoroughly good plant, to send at once for an electrician ; 
sometimes an engine will not run because there is no fuel in the 
tank, or the sparking plug may be dirty. 

An intending purchaser, having perused the catalogues 
of various makers, will be struck with the fact that probably 
each one claims absolute superiority for its own system ; 
for instance, the catalogue of an engine which has no valves 
will show how much better this plan is than that where the 
engine is equipped with them; another will demonstrate the 
contrary, and so on. The fact is, that all good systems have 
their relative advantages and disadvantages, and the purchaser 
can decide for himself which type is best suited to his wants, 
especially if he asks some impartial person. Some manufac- 
turers make a special point regarding engine speed, contending 
that sets with the engine working at a comparatively slow speed 
are the most reliable and satisfactory in use; numbers of these 
having run without trouble for more than twenty years. 


A WORD OF CAUTION. 


Regarding the installation a word of caution is necessary. 
Although the number of country house lighting and power plants 
in this country is much smaller than it should be, there are 
several thousands scattered about, together with numbers of firms 
in the provinces styling themselves electrical engineers. They 
have taken up the electric lighting business as a profitable side 
line, but are chiefly sanitary engineers, carpenters, undertakers 
or what not. The heads have seldom had electrical training, so 
they have engaged men as foremen from large power stations 
in great cities. Now, these men are mostly what are known 
in the trade as “ wiremen,” that is to say, they can usually 
do wiring work and fittings very well, but they know very 
little about electricity except the patter; what is worse is 
they think they know, and they are apt to resent disinter- 
ested but sound advice; they may understand one type of 
battery and will persist in believing that all other makes of 
storage batteries are practically the same and require the same 
treatment. This is why so many people have had to scrap 
batteries in a year or two, whereas they should have lasted for 
many more. Absolutely reliable firms are to be found who do 
their work admirably, whether they supply the plant as well 
as installing it and doing the wiring, or whether the customer 
buys his own plant direct elsewhere. One of these firms should 
be chosen. 

ABOUT LAMPS. 


Lamps are of two kinds, vacuum or gas-filled. The latter 
are of considerably higher candle-power than the former when 
the wattage of each is the same. The smallest gas-filled lamp 
is 15 watts and gives 24 c.p., whereas a 20-watt vacuum lamp 
only gives 16 c.p.; its light is, however, more diffused than with 
the former. The following table gives an example of the light 
which can be supplied by an 80-ampere hour battery from a 
32-volt plant. 

1o-watt Vacuum 15-watt Gas-filled 20-watt Vacuum 30-watt Gas-filled 

(8 c.p.) (24 ¢.p.) (16 c.p.) (48 c.p.) 
32 21 16 10 
All for five hours continuously. 

The current consumption of accessories can be reckoned 
in terms of lamps. For instance, a small electric iron weighing 
3lb. takes as much current as ten lamps of 16 c.p. each; a 
vacuum cleaner only uses the equivalent of eight such lamps, 
and a warming pad for the bed current for four of them. When 
using an iron, a pump, or other accessory requiring much current 
it is wiser to take this direct from the dynamo by running the 
engine, and so spare the battery. 


RUNNING COSTS. 


Now we come to the cost of operation. Some plants burn 
petrol, others use paraffin; petrol is much the cleaner fuel, and 
the engine requires to be cleaned less frequently ; but it is 
more expensive. Oil is another item, although not a large one, 
and rainwater for the cooling system can be had for nothing. 
It is, of course, impossible to state the actual cost of operating 
a plant, as some households are more wasteful than others ; 
but, estimating the consumption of current in a household of 
seven persons, all adults, a 1 kilowatt set should not require, 
in one year, more than 65 gallons of petrol and 3 or 4 gallons of 
oil. Using the most expensive grade of petrol, the outlay would 
come to less than {8 yearly; if ordinary No. 1 petrol be used, 
the cost of fuel and oil would be about £5 ; if paraffin be burned, 
then it would amount to about £3. 

For houses inhabited only by the fair sex, a full-automatic 
plant—provided its make be perfectly reliable, which is not 
always the case—has many advantages, while its price compares 
favourably with that of any other system of similar capacity. 
The writer has had one in constant use for four years, without 
the least trouble. These plants start themselves automatically 
when the battery requires charging, thus adding greatly to its 
life, and they also stop themselves when the charge has been 
completed; but there are numbers of excellent semi-automatic 
sets which can be operated by a girl. xX.

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CHRISTMAS RABBIT SHOOTING 


KNOW of no animal which offers 

better sport to the gunner than does 

Master Bunny. Especially is this 

true when the other shooting avail- 

able is not of the best. In these 
days when so many formerly well tended 
coverts have been allowed to lapse into 
partial neglect the best should certainly 
be made of the rabbit. But as a rule it is 
seldom given a thought, hence the sport 
it is capable of affording under a proper 
system of inducement is not generally 
appreciated. Usually, the keepers are 
left to deal with the rabbits at the period 
when surplus cocks are being killed off. 
About Christmas time when the coverts 
have been depleted of their stock of 
pheasants the question is often asked, 
“How can I provide a decent day’s shoot- 
ing ?—there are few pheasants left and 
we cannot possibly spare any hens, if 
we did there would be no breeding stock 
for next year.” If I were keeper I should 
at once reply, ‘“‘ What’s wrong with a 
day’s rabbit shooting, or two days for the 
matter of that ?’’ Probably my remark 
would be met with the objection that 
there are not any ferrets, most people 
being of the opinion that rabbits are only 
to be got with their aid, while the mere 
thought of ferrets stimulates visions of 
long waits in a nipping wind during the 
progress of digging operations. The proper 
method of dealing with rabbits on such 
occasions is to stink them out of their 
holes, using paraffin or one of the prepara- 
tions sold for the purpose. Shooting men 
are aware of the process but regard its 
results as problematical: sometimes it 
works with huge success, at others it is 
an abject failure. I propose in the follow- 
ing notes to explain the various precautions 
which are necessary to ensure success, 
the subject dividing itself naturally into 
two sections: first, how to get the rabbits 
to ‘lay’ out; second, how to deal with 
them when above ground. 


AVOID DISTURBING THE GROUND. 

The prime necessity is that the rabbits 
shall be left absolutely quiet from the 
time such a scheme is afoot. At all costs 
trampling round the burrows should be 
avoided, also discussion of the plan of 
operations on the spot. The last is 
indeed quite unnecessary, since every 
competent keeper knows the exact location 
of every earth on his ground. Rabbits 
will not lay out on disturbed open spaces 
with anything like the freedom they would 
observe if the area were made as far as 
possible a temporary sanctuary. In apply- 
ing the treatment to the holes each burrow

should be approached from the direction 
where it is in closest proximity to the 
nearest path, and no matter what trouble 
is involved the return journey should be 
made by the same route. When a covert 
contains one or more large burrows the 
operation is simple, but when a number 
are widely distributed more thought must 
be given, though generally the advantage 
lies with visiting the outlying ones first. 
On no account should open ground where 
rabbits are expected to lie out be crossed, 
the route followed being close beside the 
banks and fences containing the burrows. 
In laying the medicine particular care 
must be taken to treat the burrows on 
their weather side, the idea being that the 
wind carries the odour into their inmost 
recesses. Provided everything is done 
methodically and quietly success is certain. 


APPLYING THE MEDICINE. 


And now as to the best method of 
“stinking out.”” My own favourite plan 
where fir cones are available is to collect 
a supply in a bucket and to sprinkle them 
over with the preparation, stirring with a 
stick causing all to receive a touch of 
‘“ stink-stuff.’’ Failing fir cones squares 
of brown paper can have a corner dipped 
in the fluid. Cones should be inserted 
in the mouth of the holes with a pair of 


tongs, while the untreated part of the 
paper should be poked with a stick into 
the soil at the entrance to the burrow. 
No mixture should be used unless, like 
paraffin, it loses its pungent qualities in a 
few days’ time, this to allow the surviving 
rabbits to return home as soon as possible 
after the shooting. Likewise, the holes 
must not be over-dosed and care must be 
taken not to put the cones or their equiva- 
lent too far down the holes. My own 
practice is to place them near the mouth 
so that the place where they have lain 
may get covered up on the following day, 
when the holes (being by then deserted) 
are stopped. Whether the cones are 
collected for future use or are buried in 
the process of stopping, burrows so treated 
regain their sweetness much quicker than 
if the scenting agent were placed out of 
reach. All the above should be done 
three days before the shoot, the following 
day being reserved for stopping the 
burrows—be it understood on both sides. 
In this way the rabbits are left entirely 
undisturbed on the day preceding that 
arranged for shooting, the interval for 
settling down being most important. 
No greater mistake can be made than to 
imagine that ejected rabbits will take 
refuge in the immediate vicinity of their 
late abodes. In fact, they often take up

their fresh quarters one, two or even 
three fields from their stronghold. This 
spreads the area of shooting interest, 
which may include a fallow or ploughed 
field, while even stubble is a_ possible 
holding place. At the present time of 
year choice is restricted, but the main 
thing to remember is that there is no 
knowing where Bunny will seek refuge ; 
therefore, to enjoy the full fruits of your 
effort you must cover a big radius. 


CONDUCT OF SHOOTING. 


When the programme is divided over 
two days the best parts should be covered 
on the first day and those with least 
shelter on the second, care being taken 
to avoid disturbing the area left for the 
morrow. On the second day the services 
of a good spaniel will be of material 
assistance, for it can search the hedgerows 
where a certain number of the rabbits 
will always seek shelter, especially the 
proportion which have been driven off 
the open fields on the first day. For 
ordinary walking a spaniel is likely to 
do more harm than good, exceptions 
occurring when rabbits are very scarce or 
the covert exceptionally thick; but even 
then only one spaniel under absolute 
command will justify his presence. Some 
of the very best rabbit shooting is to be 
obtained in the coverts at this time of 
year, all woods having by now become 
comparatively bare for shooting purposes, 
while from the rabbit’s point of view there 
is no longer any foliage to cause drip. 
Sharp frost drives them from the fields 
to the woods; rain, especially earlier in 
the season, sends them into the open. 
When shooting in covert the best plan 
is to post the guns along the rides and to 
drive the rabbits up-wind so that in making 
all haste to escape the beaters they move 
freely forward. When the beaters have 
reached within a certain distance of the 
guns the last named should turn their 
backs to the advancing line and thereafter 
confine their shooting to rabbits going 
away. 


WORK UP WIND. 


I could devote an entire article to 
the tactics associated with so ordering a 


day’s rabbit shooting that they are 
invariably approached from the down- 
wind direction, for herein lies the difference 
between success and failure on such 
occasions. Settled habits of walking an: 
driving must be abandoned and the ruk 
be: Entire subservience to wind direction. 
Well I remember an occasion when th 
spaniel trials were being held at Denn. 
Park, the late Mr. Eversfield’s place i 
Sussex. The day’s proceedings starte 
with a walk, the wind being at our backs 
varied by an occasional side gust, bu 
always blowing on to the rabbits. Fron 
the vantage point where some of us wer 
standing we could see the rabbits tricklin 
out of the beat several fields ahead. Th 
result was that the dogs were constantl 
standing at empty seats, so that but fo 
the unlimited extent of ground availabl 
the programme could not have bee 
completed. What you must bear in min: 
is that a rabbit which of its own accor 
has formed a seat in covert or in the ope: 
is in a very different state of mind fron 
its fellow which has been summaril, 
ejected from its burrows and been com 
pelled to find fresh lodgings on the spur 
of the moment. The one is more or less 
at home and has learnt the wisdom of 
ignoring passers-by, the other is all of a 
quiver and ready to abandon its temporary 
form at the slightest suggestion of dis- 
turbance. 


THE SECOND TIME OVER. 


Should it be desirable to conduct a 
second shoot on the lines of that suggested 
above more drastic methods are necessary 
to force the rabbits to leave their burrows. 
By way of ringing the changes I use a 
ferret to drive them from their largest 
earths, but before sending him on his 
mission I smear his feet and belly with 
whatever “ stink’’ I happen to be using. 
The object is not merely to bolt the rabbits 
but to soil every part of their burrows. 
I always try to arrange that a different 
preparation is used on the second occasion 
One final word of advice: take every 
possible precaution to prevent any drips 
of the stink stuff from being dropped 
about during treatment. In a_ word, 
confine it to places where it has work to do.

A SERIES OF DOG- 
HANDLING ARTICLES 


Those who have 
inwardly digested Mr. 
Sharpe’s book on the 
training of shooting 
dogs have been 
clamouring for hints 
as to their manage- 
ment in the more 
advanced stages of 
their career. In this 
connection I am glad 
to be able to report 
that manuscript on 
these lines is available 
and that in the coming spring a fresh 
series of articles is due to appear, the delay 
being necessary for photographic reasons. 
By way of seasonable advice an extract 
is submitted to show the class of material 
which he has prepared: ‘ I will deal now 
with the handling of a.dog in the shooting 
field. Mr. A. has three birds down in rough 
grass just behind his stand, two of which 
he gathers, but as one of them cannot be 
found he calls to Mr. B. who has a dog 
and asks his assistance. When making 
the request A. is usually standing on the 
spot where the bird has been marked down 
and by way of further handicap to the dog 
he still carries the gathered birds in his 
hand. Seldom in such circumstances 
will the dog work in the vicinity of so 
many distracting scents, so that A., im- 
patient of delay, invites any beaters who 
may be standing around to assist in the 
search. Could any dog be more severely 
handicapped in his work ? And yet such 
a sight is to be witnessed in three out of 
four average shooting parties. By all 
means pick up the birds that can readily 
be gathered by hand, but the moment 
difficulty is encountered everyone should 
withdraw from the spot where search more 
competent than by eye is required. Thus 
and thus only can the dog be accorded 
a reasonable prospect of success. If he 
cannot find on unfoiled ground his chances 
of success are certainly not improved 
by miscellaneous trampling before his 
task begins. Our photograph serves as 
a reminder that the energy and brains of 
the spaniel can be made entirely amend- 
able to the o-wner’s wishes so long as

careful training as a puppy is followed by 
avoidance of disturbing influences during 
the working period of the animal’s life. 


SOME BIG-GAME BOOKS. 


For those who follow the literature 
of big-game shooting some interesting 
books have lately been published. 
Slightly technical as befits an expert is 
the treatment by Denis D. Lyell in ‘“‘ The 
African Elephant and its Hunters ”’ (Heath 
Cranton, tos. 6d.). His notes on their 
habits and propensities, both when at 
peace and when attacked, are vastly more 
detailed and precise than would come 
within the scope of an occasional hunter. 
His references to the literature of the 
subject, to the great hunters of the past 
and what may be termed the anatomy 
of shooting are all on the same plane of 
profound information. His notes on ivory 


in its manufacturing and commercial 
aspects are probably unique. I conclude 
“It is the 


by quoting one of his dicta : 
first shot that counts, and a small bullet in 
the right place is infinitely more efficient 
than a big one in the wrong. If both hit 
a vital spot it makes no difference to the 
elephant whether they measure a quarter 
or half-an-inch in diameter.” 

Another book to consider is “‘ In the 
High Himalayas,” by Hugh Whistler 
(Witherby, 15s.), though it is admittedly 
more a record of travel and observation 
than of pure sport, but when it deals with 
sport, whether with birds or mammals, 
it is vastly instructive and always in 
picturesque narrative style of the best 
sort.

PRACTICE YOUR PISTOL SHOOTING. 


The success which I envisioned for 
the Webley air pistol has been abun- 
dantly attained up to date, the present 
output being at a rate which multiplies 
into a five-figure total for the year, and 
what is more the evidence is rather towards 
increase than slacking of demand as the 
fame of the weapon extends to outlying 
markets. Some weeks ago the interesting 
sectionised model as here illustrated was 
produced in my presence, and the loan 
of it was begged for photographic purposes 
in order that the somewhat sparse informa- 
tion of a few weeks ago might be supple- 
mented. Now, the inter-relation of air- 
compressing piston and operating spring 
can clearly be seen, the motive of their 
ingenious design being thereby pictured. 
Apart from the instructional value of 
this pistol it serves another national 
purpose; for the factory at which it is 
made forms an important item in our 
system of military defence. With the best

will in the world the authorities cannot give 
out the volume of orders for service re- 
volvers necessary to maintain such a works 
in efficient condition and supply empley- 
ment for its specialist staff. With severe 
restrictions on the sale of automatic 
pistols and other rifled firearms the task 
of finding peace-time work is perplexing 
in the extreme. Hence, any output 
even of modest dimensions which keeps 
this complicated organisation in being is 
a valuable contribution towards our capa- 
bilities of defence. 


ELIMINATING LEFT-EYE MASTERY. 


Those who in boyhood have done 
rifle or air-gun shooting will have accus- 
tomed the right eye image to prevail 
over that of the left. Billiards undoubtedly 
limits the aiming function to one eye, 
but the position allows either to be used 
for directing alignment, hence the left 
may so become the master eye. Lately, 
I came across what was supposed to be 
a rather obstinate case of left-eye align- 
ment, but my own tests suggested that 
shooting was too recently adopted a 
pastime for the habit to be really ingrained. 
Accordingly, I advised the man to get a 
B.S.A. air gun and fire hundreds of shots 
in a promiscuous manner. His garden 
bordered on a rapidly flowing river and 
he snapped off many shots at leaves and 
other marks as they were swept rapidly 
down the stream.

An 
illustration is submitted of the two side 
by side. 


A NEW MAKER OF SPORTS SEATS. 


The sports seat-stick which is here 
illustrated has been produced at the Greener 
factory in Birmingham, and constitutes an 
effort to raise the mechanical elements of 
this rest-giving contrivance to an excep- 
tionally high level. The many designs 
which are available for the buyer's 
selection faithfully depict the opposing 
influences at work. If the main function 
is that of a walking-stick, with camp chair 
utility a secondary need, lightness and a 
nice handle receive first consideration ; 
but as the stick functions recede into the 
background the camp stool idea gains 
precedence. Messrs. Greener have mainly 
specialised on supplying a handy walking- 
stick, discarding even the spike and plate 
in favour of a rubber ferrule. However, 
when weary limbs demand relief from a 
proportion of their burden the handle 
opens out as shown and supplies a solid 
and easy contact with the third leg. The 
hinged aluminium handle is a fine piece 
of work and the leather covering of nea 
workmanship. The total cost is but - 
guinea retail, rather less when the leathe:

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TO THE RIVIERA BY CAR 


OR the past few years a greatly 

increasing number of British motor- 

ists is making the venture of 

taking cars across the Channel. 

And will it be questioned that 
of the fortunate ones who can flee the 
English winter and exchange its glooms 
for the sunshine of the Céte d’Azur, those 
who make the journey by car are those 
who derive the most pleasure and satis- 
faction from their holiday ? I have never 
yet heard it suggested, even by those 
unfamiliar with other means of travel, 
that the thirty hours’ train journey from 
London to Monte Carlo is a pleasure, in 
spite of the trains bleus and other luxuries 
to relieve the tedium of the journey. 
But, though the crossing of France by car 
is necessarily a much longer process than 
by train, unless the driver and his car 
are out for record-making, in which case 
they will not be interested in anything 
I can tell them, the road journey can be, 
and generally is, a pleasure in itself. 
Even when the time available for absence 
from home is limited to, say, three weeks, 
far more benefit and pleasure may be 
derived from going down by car than by 
train, even though the use of the car 
will mean that only one-third of the time 
will be possible for the sojourn on the 
Mediterranean coast. 

But for those who want really to 
know the Riviera, a car is indispensable. 
True, there are public vehicles and private 
hire cars available at quite reasonable 
rates to go to most of the more popular 
“sight ’’; but the most popular sights 
are not always those that one most wants 
to see, and how can travel or sight-seeing 
in a char-a-bancs be compared to that 
in the seat of one’s own car ? 


PRELIMINARY FORMALITIES. 


The only obstacles to taking a car 
abroad are the steamboat rates and the 
customs regulations. The first are on a plane 
beyond the reach of mere mortal man to 
affect, but the latter are all smoothed into 
nothingness by the foreign touring depart- 
ments of the A.A. or the R.A.C. A few 
minutes’ call at the office of either organisa- 
tion is enough for the requisite passing of car 
and driver as fit for the journey, followed 
by the issue of an International driving 


pass and the necessary customs papers 
or triptyques. The intending tourist must 
give a banker’s draft for {100 in lieu of 
depositing the full customs duty, and this, 
of course, is returned when the car is re- 
landed in England within the stipulated 
time (generally three months). 


NE WHAVEN-DIEPPE. 


It is usual for the cross-Channel route 
to be chosen according to the relationship, 
friendly or otherwise, that exists between 
the traveller and the sea. But unless this 
factor is of extreme importance, making 
a short passage imperative, I would recom- 
mend the Newhaven-Dieppe route, for 
the simple reasons that Newhaven is a 
fairly accessible port to motorists from 
any part of England, and Dieppe is an 
excellent starting point for the journey 
across France. 

Of course, there are many ways from 
the north of France to the south, even 
from Boulogne or Dieppe to Cannes, but the 
one I am about to recommend has less bad 
roads than any of the others and better 
scenery than any except the Grenoble 
route, which, although theoretically now 
to be kept open all the year round, may 
provide some hard going in wintertime 
that will be just a bit too hard to be re- 
garded entirely as an amusing adventure. 
But before I begin on the actual route, 
just one or two useful, if brief, observa- 
tions. 


FRENCH ROADS. 


In the first place, the roads must 
not be judged by English standards. 
Compared to what we are used to at home 
in the way of main highways, the French 
roads are merely caricatures. They have 
been good once upon a time. Ten years 
ago, for instance, they compared very 
favourably with our own; but they have 
not kept up with the march of progress, 
and, judged by modern English ideas, 
they are, on the whole, extremely bad. 
Extensive repairs are in hand, but the 
methods usually employed are crude by 
comparison even with those seen in the 
Chertsey area of Surrey, than which 
nothing more expressive can be said. 
Occasionally a perfect example of the most 
up-to-date skid-provoking polished surface 


may be found, but this is the exception 
rather than the rule. Generally the surface 
consists of a mass of pot-holes with occa- 
sional lumps of macadam in_ between. 
The worst road of all, in my experience, 
is the Route Nationale No. 7, which goes 
from Paris to Mentone, mainly along the 
valleys of the Loire and Rhone rivers. It 
gets quite good at San Rafael and remains 
so for the rest of its length, but the im- 
provement comes too late to be appre- 
ciated. All one who is bound to travel on 
it can do is to take a complete set of spare 
springs and regard the necessity of having 
each one fitted to the car as a mere matter 
of course, incidental to all who travel 
over Route Nationale No. 7. 


SPARES FOR THE CAR. 


It will be gathered, therefore, that 
“ my ”’ route is to be considered as having 
good road surface only by comparison 
with its alternatives. And before we 
start on it, and especially after this reference 
to spare springs that will be required on 
other roads, perhaps we had better con- 
sider such special preparation or equipment 
of the car as may be advisable. It is not 
so much that any really good car will 
need a whole host of spare parts for 
French touring any more than it would 
for English, but, on account of the difficulty 
encountered in getting any spares that 
may be wanted, it is as well to be prepared. 
Even by the quickest possible route 
(aeroplane to Paris and thence to Mar- 
seilles), goods will take nearly a fortnight 
in getting from London to a Riviera town. 

Here, then, is a list of advisable 
spares: One complete magneto, one set 
of sparking plugs (these could, of course, 
be bought en route, though they will 
not be Lodge’s or K.L.G.’s), a good 
length of copper wire and a few pieces of 
wood about 18ins. long by 1}-2ins. square 
section (for tying up the broken springs 
until a garage is reached); a length of 
Petro-flex piping with unions (for a broken 
petrol pipe); some Plasticine, in case the 
radiator springs a leak, as will the best of 
radiators if the car is forced along at 
40 m.p.h. for many miles on R. N. No. 7; 
some insulating tape and Seccotine, also 
for petrol pipe repairs; a few extra luggage 
straps and a few spare wheel nuts in case

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some should be lost during a wheel change 
in the inevitable mud. Also, if the car 
has balloon tyres, it will be as well to 
ascertain before starting that French tyres 
will fit the rims. If they will, all well 
and good, for they may be obtained 
cheaply, and good makes are available ; 
if they will not, a couple of spare tyres 
complete with tubes may advisedly be 
added. 

It is not a very formidable list, but 
the absence of one item may easily cause 
serious delay, if nothing worse. 


THE ROUTE DOWN. 


I do not now propose to review in detail 
what has previously been fully described 
in these pages, and will therefore be 
content with giving the route in mere 
outline. Presumably, one making for the 
south does not wish to pause in Paris ; 
therefore, after leaving Dieppe the Seine 
is crossed at Pont de l’Arche, a few kilo- 
metres past Rouen, and a moderately 
good road leads on to Chartres, the dis- 
tance of which from Rouen is eighty-four 
miles, making a total of 122 from Dieppe. 
As the time of landing will be 4 p.m. and 
escape from the customs about an hour 
later, the greater part of this run will 
have to be made in the dark, which will 
probably mean that most people will 
prefer to put up for the night in Rouen. 


COUNTRY 


THROUGH THE CEVENNES. 

There are two ways through the 
Cevennes mountains to Avignon, and there 
is little or nothing to choose between them. 
The scenery is of the Scottish Highland 
type on a much larger scale, but without 
the lochs, and the road is generally quite 
alpine in character, winding perilously 
on the hillside above a foaming torrent 
or soaring right above the clouds over 
one of the numerous volcanic peaks. 
The more direct route is via Aubenas to 
join the Rhone Valley at Viviers (or at the 
cost of a few extra kilometres at Monte- 
limar, where the nougat comes from), 
and thence following the river through 
Orange, famous for its Prince who became 
William III of England and gave the 
Irish a colour for their discussions, and for 
its splendidly preserved Roman triumphal 
arch and theatre, finally to Avignon. 

This, of course, is the town where 
they used to keep popes and immortal 
Italian poets almost in the fashion of 
wild animals in captivity for royal (French) 
amusement; the Palace of the Popes 


shares with the liqueur sold in the restaur- 
ant next door, the ramparts, the old bridge, 
and a certain importance as a military 
centre the city’s claim to modern fame. 
It is 144 miles from le Puy, and there 
are not many motor runs of equal distance 
that can give greater variety and pleasure 
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AT THE MEDITERRANEAN. 

It is fifty-seven miles from San 
Rafael to Monte Carlo and another eight 
to the Italian frontier. If, on starting from 
San Rafael in the morning, we decide 
to take the Corniche d’Or road, we shall, 
impressed and astonished, soon realise 
the beauties that we have come so far 
to see. Undoubtedly, for sheer prettiness 
the Corniche d’Or is the best of all Riviera 
roads. It is not the finest, but few there 
are who will find fault with it when, after 
jumping up and down over its gradients 
and turning giddily round its corners and 
becoming confused with the remarkable 
variety and wealth of its colouring, they 
find themselves on the flat and straight 
stretch that leads into that most refined 
and select of all Riviera towns, Cannes. 

As there are two routes from le Puy 
to Avignon with but little to choose between 
them, so are there two between Cannes 
and San Rafael. The alternative to the 
Corniche d’Or is the inland road over the 
Esterel mountains, and the wise motorist 
will go down by one of those alternative 
pairs and return by the other. And only 
the very boldest will venture to assert 
that either alternative is more attractive 
than the other; different, yes, but more 
beautiful—impossible. 

Where shall we make~our centre 
for our coming explorations into the

And this town is the largest and one of the 
most interesting passed through all the 
way down to Nice. 

Through Chartres and Orleans the 
road is good and bad in turns, but always 
flat and never beautiful, to Bourges 
(118 miles), the cathedral of which con- 
tains even finer stained glass than that 
of Chartres, though not in such great 
quantity. As a cathedral it is supposed 
to rank as the first in France now that 
Rheims no longer exists in its glory. As 
far as Bourges the only pleasure of the 
trip has lain in the architecture of Rouen, 
Chartres and the premier cathedral ; 
but at St. Amand (twenty-eight miles 
on the road to Montlucon) the character 
of the country begins to change, and it 
never again becomes monotonous except 
for a short stretch on either side of the 
Rhone valley. 

Clermont-Ferrand (where that indis- 
pensable adjunct for the tour, the Michelin 
guide, comes from—to say nothing of 
the tyres) is 124 miles from Bourges and 
is a good town for spending a_ night, 
though its hotels are its chief virtues. 
But it is from now onward that the trip 
becomes really enjoyable. The high slopes 
of the Auvergnes as far as le Puy (67 miles) 
provide some really beautiful scenery, a 
happy augury of the much finer and 
magnificent vistas that open out all 
through the Cevennes mountains as soon 
as one has torn oneself away from le Puy, 
that French Buxton with its wonderfully 
crowned pinnacles of rock.

of scenery. Also the change of climate 
is, to an Englishman, most striking. He 
leaves le Puy one morning with the 
thermometer several degrees below zero ; 
the higher he gets up the Cevennes (the 
road is often nearly 5,oooft. above sea 
level) the colder it gets, and then after a 
run in the cool of the evening along the 
level but horrible Rhone Valley road he 
wakes up in the morning amid the glare 
and heat of the sun of the Midi, the glare 
being particularly accentuated by the 
white stone of which the whole town of 
Avignon, ramparts included, is built. 
The other road from le Puy to Avignon 
is via Langogne (it is just short of Lan- 
gogne that the road to Aubenas turns off 
to the left) and Villefort to Alais, the latter 
place corresponding to Aubenas in marking 
the end of the descent from the mountains. 
At Alais one may either make for Avignon 
via Uzés or deciding to avoid Avignon 
altogether go through Nimes and Tarascon 
to join the Avignon-Aix-en-Provence road 
at Orgon. Of course, having arrived in 
Nimes, few will want to leave it in a hurry ; 
but the same may be said of Avignon, 
and we have yet 130 miles to cover from 
Avignon before we glimpse the Mediter- 
ranean at San Rafael. In that we are 
now literally on the Cote d’Azur, we have 
realised our ambition, and glad we are to 
have finished that last lap, the road from 
Avignon, which, like that immediately 


before it, can be described by one word 
only — horrible. 
ahead. 


But better things are 


Riviera hinterland? Nice is the most 
central possibility, so let us choose it, 
even though we realise that Cannes is much 
quieter and Monte Carlo infinitely prettier 
in itself. If we have not hurried on the 
way down, the journey has taken us the 
best part of a week, or even eight days, 
the total distance from Dieppe being 750 
miles ; and while we have done 150 miles 
on one or two days, sightseeing or hard 
going in the Cevennes has brought our 
daily average down to only a trifle over 
a mere hundred. 


THE CORNICHE ROADS. 


There are two runs that stand out 
from all the others, so let us make sure oi 
them. There are three roads from Nice 
to Mentone, the Grand Corniche, the Middle 
Corniche and the coast road, sometimes 
called the Low Corniche, though, of the 
three, only the middle is a genuine cornice 
road—i.e., one built on the side of hills 
like the cornice on a wall. The lowest is 
the business road where abound the trams, 
and the market gardeners’ carts—market 
gardeners’ traps I might have called them, 
for they are certainly deadly snares for the 
unwary motorist. It is the road that leads 
right past the Casino at Monte Carlo, anc 
as no one ever passes that place, we wil: 
take the Grand Corniche so that we may 
see the most possible in case we do not 
have time to run over the Middle Corniche 
on another day, and so that we may see 
the Casino in the safest possible way— 
at a distance, and at our feet.

To make this Grand Corniche road 
is really what Napoleon was for, and as 
he made it we can forgive him the other 
things he is alleged to have done, but 
which we have mostly forgotten. Because 
there is quite a steep ascent up to the road 
from Nice and down from it at the won- 
derful town of Roquebrune, the road is 
practically unused by business _ traffic 
or those eager to get from Mentone to 
Nice. It passes through only one town, La 
Turbie (a corruption from la Trophia or 
monument that Augustus Cesar built on 
its site and literally from which it has 
since been built and re-built after various 
destructions from raiding savages), and 
it has no cross roads. It is a sort of 
by-pass that no one but the lover of nature 
wants to use. It is built on the top of an 
almost knife-edged ridge, on the north 
it gives views right over the snow-clad 
Maritime Alps, on the south it overlooks 
the Mediterranean and the whole of the 
Riviera, with the famous mirage of Corsica 
thrown in. Is there anything more to be 
said ? If so, I cannot say it, except to tell 
the whole world to go and see for them- 
selves: only please do not be there when 
I want to go and enjoy that wonderful 
solitude. 

ESE. 

A few miles before you get to La 
Turbie you will see, down on the right, a 
pinnacle of rock with houses on the top 
of it. That is what is left of Ese, though, 
surely, there could never have been much 
more of it. It must have been the sight 
of Ese that set going that awful medieval 
problem how many angels can dance on 
the point of a needle? Quite a lot of 
people have danced to tragic tunes in Ese 
at various times, though most of them 
can hardly be angels to-day if the tales 
one hears are to be believed. What with 
earthquakes and Saracens, it is a wonder 
not that there is so much left of the once 
important fortress, but that there is 
anything at all. 

Just after the tobacco shop in La 
Turbie for which Augustus Cesar so 
kindly provided the building material, 
there is a turn to the left. It corkscrews 
up the hillside and it ends—at a golf 
club pavilion! If all golf club-houses were 
situated like that, with such a run in a 
motor car as the approach to justify their 
existence, I could understand the enthu- 
siasm that the game seems to arouse in 
certain breasts. 


EARTHQUAKES AND SARACENS. 


Soon after passing the fork up to the 
‘ Golfe,’’? the Grand Corniche begins to 
decline. How far it declines may be 
judged from the fact that it finishes on 
the tramway! We are soon in Mentone, 
and here, turning to the left, make for 
Sospel, an inland town the road to which is 
a combination of alpine passes and Devon- 
shire lanes. It reaches its summit at 
the village of Castillon, which stood as its 


Saracen builders left it till an earthquake 
came in 1867, and the inhabitants having 
been driven out (the Romans were quite 
busy about here long before the Saracens 
were heard of), it has since remained 
nothing but a ruin. Sospel is an Italian 
town in a hollow. To those who doubt 
its Italian character I would only say 
where is your sense of smell? Its chief 
charm is the roads leading into and out of 
it, the one that we are going to take, to 
Nice, culminating in the Col de Braus, 
which is a perfect Stelvio pass in miniature 
and leads down through an awful gorge 
into l’Escarene, whence the going is smooth 
but never tedious back to Nice through 
Drap. The out and home trip is about 
sixty-five miles, but it would be a crime 
to do it in less than the whole length of a 
winter day. 


THE GORGES DU LOUP. 


Another trip of approximately equal 
length is from Nice to the Gorges du 
Loup (the Loup is a river) and back via 
Cannes. Starting from Nice towards 
Cannes, a turn to the right at Cagnes 
leads past the old town on a hill and the 
ancient fortified citadel of St. Pol through 
Vence and _ Tourrettes-sur-Loup, where 
people live in houses carved from the solid 
rock much more impressively than they do 
at our own Kinver. The Gorge itself is a 
much magnified and at the same time com- 
pressed edition of our Cheddar, but it is not 
the climax of the trip. This comes on the 
descent to Gourdon where the road skirts 
a ravine in the most hair-raising manner 
and provides the one scene of natural 
beauty and grandeur that I cannot con- 
ceive could ever be surpassed. From 
Gourdon the road becomes normal and 
gently descends through Grasse, where the

scents and preserved fruits come from and 
where many vivid things were done in 
that vigorous terminal decade of the 
eighteenth century. Thence to Cannes and 
back to Nice the road is but ordinary and 
commonplace. Except that it is not 
sufficiently picturesque and has not a good 
enough surface, it might be the Brighton 
road. 

These are two of the outstanding 
trips. There are so many more that only the 
very best guide books give, and I have 
never yet found the guide book that gave 
them all. But for just a morning’s spin 
what could be better than a run to Monte 
along the Moyen Corniche, with a pause at 
Ese and perhaps a continuation in the 
afternoon to look into Roquebrune and a 
glimpse of that civilisation preserved at 
Rochers Rouges, just underneath the 
Italian frontier, before which even that 
of Ese or Roquebrune is ultra-modern ? 

No, there is no need to _ hesitate 
before embarking on a motor trip to the 
Riviera. But just two final words of advice: 
French maps are not of the best, and the 
English tourist used to being guided by 
his maps will be well advised to get the 
Bartholomew contour map of France 
in sections, published at I5s. 
Though it is of no use for these detail 
exploration trips, it is invaluable for the 
greater journey down. And if the carnet 
de douane expires before you are ready to 
return—if you forget your three weeks 
limit—the A.A. inspector at Nice can put 
vou wise to a simple way out of what 
might otherwise be quite a serious diffi- 
culty. In order to take advantage of it 
your pasport and your car papers must 
be made out for Italy as well as for France, 
and that is all I dare say.

SOME NOTES 


ON ENGINE 


LUBRICATION 


EXT carburation there is 
N nothing that exercises such an 

influence on the behaviour of a 
motor car as its lubrication. Indeed, 
in some respects proper lubrication is 
even of greater importance than proper 
carburation, for no matter how badly a 
carburettor or its adjuncts be tuned or 
adjusted they cannot cause an entire 
smash-up or break-down of the car; 
while many a good engine has been ruined 
by faulty lubrication and many a good 
chassis has disgruntled its owner solely 
because he did not lubricate it intelli- 
gently. And it is further true that few 
functions in the working of a car are less 
understood than those connected with 
lubrication. Because the results are 
patent for all to see, the interest taken 
in any new striking departure in design 


and any innovation that promises a 
great increase in power output from an 
engine of given capacity is considerable 
and lively. But, although it may be of 
much greater and more fundamental 
importance, an advance in the science of 
lubrication is either ignored altogether 
or entirely misjudged. 

At the present time much progress 
is being made in this big and complex 
subject of lubrication. One of those 
wonderful Christmas lectures for which 
the Royal Institution is famous not 
so very long ago quite upset all prevailing 
ideas on the principles of lubrication, and 
though the new theories then put forward 
and demonstrated have not yet exercised 
any practical effect in the design of motor 
car engine lubrication systems, the new 
idea entirely upsets many preconceived

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theories on which the average engine 
system is based. It used to be thought 
that the principle of lubrication was that 
the lubricant filled up the tiny irregu- 
larities that could not be eliminated 
from the most highly finished bearing 
surfaces. That when these little lumps and 
hollows had been covered with an oil 
film two metallic surfaces could slide 
one over the other because the lumps of one 
could not catch in those of the other, 
as it were. But careful experiments 
scientifically conducted, demonstrate that 
while under certain conditions this pro- 
perty of a lubricant was important, indeed 
essential, yet the true work of the oil 
was accomplished by very different 
means. 


HOW OIL ‘* WORKS.,”’’ 


The oil between two bearing surfaces 
does not merely fill up their irregularities : 
it actually keeps the surfacesapart. Thus, 
even if there were slight lumps, they did 
not matter because the surfaces were 
never allowed to come into contact 
on account of the intervening oil film. 
Following from this was the discovery 
that most minute quantities of oil were 
just as effective as a lubricant as a generous 
supply in which the two surfaces were 
kept practically swimming. For some 
time previously it had been known and 
widely accepted that one of the most 
valuable properties of the oil film was 
what is called its resistance to shear— 
its extreme tenacity by which an ex- 
ceeding thin oil film would retain its 
position between two surfaces even though 
they were forced together under con- 
siderable pressure. The thickness of an 
oil film to be effective as a lubricant 
is minute—about the same as that of a 
film of oil floating on water, which runs 
into several thousandths of an inch. 

Another startling theory was put 
forward about the same time of rather 
more immediate practical significance. 


COUKRTRY LiFe. 


Previously it had always been considered 
that the quality of a lubricant varied in 
inverse ratio with the fatty acid con- 
tent. That is to say, that the more 
fatty acid a lubricant contained the 
more did it need to be avoided. But a 
paper read before a learned chemical 
society quite converted this tenaciously 
held belief into a fallacy. It was shown 
that on the fatty acid content depended 
the resistance of the oil film to shear, 
and, within limits, the more fatty acid 
was present the better was the lubricant ! 
Those limits would be exceeded when 
the acid was present in such quantity 
as to be able to attack the polished bearing 
surfaces. It is now the aim of many 
lubrication specialists to produce a lubri- 
cant with the maximum fatty acid con- 
tent possible without running this risk 
—in other words, to determine just how 
far a fatty acid content may be allowed 
with safety. 

Such questions as these are, however, 
not the questions that directly intrigue 
the private motorist. They are mentioned 
simply to show that lubrication is not 
the simple matter it is sometimes thought 
to be of throwing enough oil on to a place 
that is supposed to require lubrication 
and then resting assured that everything 
will be all right. No modern motorist 
has any excuse for not knowing that 
various parts of his chassis require different 
kinds of lubricant, and that engines of 
different types impose even more widely 
varying demands. 


VARYING ENGINE REQUIREMENTS. 


Put into a racing car engine the 
oil that has been proved over many 
seasons to give every satisfaction in an 
ordinary touring car, and before the racer 
has done half a lap “ all out ”’ at Brook- 
lands its engine will be little better than 
a mass of scrap metal. Take the oil 
that is used by the highest efficiency 
racing car (not necessarily the highest 
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powered), put it in a family touring car 
engine, and the result will be troubles 
without number. Not, perhaps, actual 
breakages, though these are well withir 
the bounds of possibility, but every other 
evil that fiendish ingenuity could con- 
ceive. 

Not so long ago a friend came to 
me to air a very lively grievance. He 
had called for ‘‘ engine oil’’ at his golf 
club garage, and after covering a bare 
hundred miles found that the quart put 
into his engine was like water. I told 
him that what he wanted was not a 
sympathiser, but a nurse; and that if 
his engine had been completely ruined, 
he would have had only himself to thank. 
He did not take my strictures at all 
kindly at first, but subsequently admitted 
their justice. 

There is no other way in which false 
economy may be practised with such 
serious results as in the choice of lubricant 
for a motor car engine. Certain types of 
engine require certain kinds of lubri- 
cant, and because a certain oil is suitable 
for one engine it by no means follows that 
it is suitable for another. One might, 
indeed, go farther and say that because 
a certain oil gives good service in one 
car it does not follow that it will be 
equally satisfactory in another exactly 
similar car put to different use. Some 
oils have a wider range of utility than 
others, but no oil at present on the market 
is fit for use in any and every car engine, 
under all possible conditions of use. 


WORKING TEMPERATURE AND 
LUBRICATION. 


Of the various factors that deter- 
mine the kind of oil required for a par- 
ticular engine the most important is 
perhaps the working temperature of 
the engine, and especially the highest 
temperature ever likely to be attained. 
Now, the more efficient an engine the

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higher its working temperature—which 
has only an indirect connection with 
that of the cooling water—and so the 
high efficiency engine needs an oil that 
retains its lubricating properties at high 
temperature and also has a certain 
cooling value. In modern racing prac- 
tice the oil almost exclusively used 
consists mainly of castor oil, and in cer- 
tain extreme cases pure (commercial) 
castor oil is used instead of one of the 
branded oils having castor oil as its 
base. But castor oil is very sticky at 
ordinary atmospheric temperatures, and 
so the engine lubricated with it is stiff 
to turn when cold, difficult to start and 
sluggish in running until thoroughly hot. 
The warming up process must be con- 
ducted gradually or the great viscosity 
of the oil will prevent its being fluid 
enough for complete circulation when 
the throttle of the engine is opened wide 
and a heavy load will be imposed on 
bearings that are practically unlubricated. 
Put castor oil in an engine that normally 
runs at a low temperature and it will 
never attain sufficient fluidity to flow 
as freely as is necessary, and, although 
supplied with one of the best lubricants 
known, that engine may be largely and 
seriously under-lubricated! Further, it 
will suffer from the retarding effect of 
serious fluid friction in its chief bearings, 
especially pistons and cylinder walls. 

A “‘straight’’ mineral oil has the 
property of remaining comparatively 
fluid at ordinary temperatures so that an 
engine fed with it is easy to turn over when 
cold, and the fact that fluidity of the oil 
increases with a comparatively small 
rise in temperature means that the 
throttle of this engine may safely be 
opened wide much sooner than that of 
the engine containing the more gummy and 
truly better lubricant. As the tempera- 
ture of the engine continues to rise, the 
straight mineral oil continues to become 
thinner, and if the engine temperature 
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rises high enough, the oil in its sump 
will lose all value as a lubricant. 


COMPOUND OILS. 


The increasingly severe demands of 
the modern engine designer have been 
excellently met by the efforts of the oil 
refiners, and to-day there are on the 
market oils that combine the essential 
qualities of both mineral and vegetable 
oi.s, though not to the same degree as 
the basic oils from which they are com- 
pounded. These compound oils are the 
best for the large majority of cars in 
private use. They can stand higher 
working temperatures than the straight 
mineral oils, they are not so gummy 
when cold as the oils in which castor 
oil predominates heavily. While it 
would be risky to use a compound oil 
in a racing car on the track, such oil 
is quite up to the most severe demands 
that are likely to be put upon it in a car 
driven hard, but reasonably, on the road. 


CHOOSING AN OIL. 


The private motorist is not likely 
to have the time, inclination or necessary 
knowledge to determine for himself 
which kind of oil his engine requires and 
which of the numerous brands on the 
market is most likely to satisfy those 
requirements. He has, however, two 
fairly reliable sources of information 
available. The first is the maker of the 
car, who may be presumed to know from 
experiment which oil best suits his engine 
in ordinary use, the second is the maker of 
the oil. All the oil refiners publish charts 
giving the brand of their own oil that 
they recommend for a particular engine, 
and it may be taken for granted that 
the intimation on the chart is a safe guide 
through the various oils that are named 
on it. Naturally, one oil refiner will not 
recommend another’s oil for a particular 
car, but the makers of the car have no 
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axe to grind in recommending one brand 
of oil in preference to another. Never- 
theless, any such recommendations must be 
made to be of the widest possible value, 
and cannot be expected to cover specific 
uses of the car. The owner, therefore, 
stands to benefit by judicious experiment- 
ing, under the guidance of the oil refiner, 
to find the lubricant that best suits his 
special needs. 

Although the choice of the best oil 
for particular work is the most important 
of all lubrication questions, there is 
another way in which economy may be 
falsely practised besides in the use of a 
low priced oil. This is in using too little 
of it. Now, it follows from what was said 
at the beginning of this article that 
provided there be enough oil to spread 
an oil film over every bearing in the 
engine that requires it, there is no point 
in adding more. Mere excess of oil in 
an engine is, indeed, actually injurious. 
It does not affect the functioning of the 
oil that is wanted for use, but it causes 
formation of carbon deposit, sooted 
sparking plugs and a foul exhaust, none 
of which is desirable. It is not, then, in 
the sense that the sump should be kept 
unnecessarily full that it is urged that 
using too little oil is false economy. 
Provided there be enough to-cover the 
pump or to fill the troughs into which 
dip the big ends as shown by the level 
indicator of all car engines, no increase 
in lubrication efficiency is secured by 
adding more oil to the sump, though more 
may be added for other reasons, as, for 
instance, to avoid the need for replen- 
ishment ona long journey. But, even then, 
the level must not be brought above 
the maximum mark on the level indi- 
cator. Between the two level marks— 
minimum and maximum—the actual 
depth of the oil in the sump makes no 
difference to the running of the engine 
nor to its oil consumption, but below the 
minimum mark the pump or troughs

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cannot get adequate supply, and above 
it the engine will be getting too much 
oil. 

FREQUENT CHANGING OF OIL. 


The second kind of false economy 
is quite of different character. It depends 
on the fact that, as the oil in the engine 
is used over and over again, circulated 
as it is by the pump or by the big ends 
in a splash system, it loses some of its 
lubricating quality. Nothing will last 
for ever, not even lubricating oil. Hence 
lubricating oil of excellent quality put 
into an engine will not retain that quality 
indefinitely, and if it be emptied out after 
the car has covered say 2,000 miles, it 
will be found to be very different from 
when it was put in. It is therefore false 
economy to rely on one filling of oil for 
too long, even though the level indicator 
shows that there is plenty remaining in 
the sump. The indicator shows that there 
is plenty of some liquid in the sump ; 
it does not show that there is plenty of 
the proved and good quality lubricant 
that was put there. 

It is, of course, universal practice 
for makers to recommend purchasers 
of their cars to empty the sump and refill 
with fresh oil as soon as the car has 
covered from 500 to 1,000 miles. All 
sensible purchasers act on the advice, and 
do not regret the oil they ‘‘ waste ’”’ in 
so doing. But if the precept were ex- 
tended to apply to every 1,000 miles of 
the car’s life, few owners would be dis- 
satisfied with the result. The improve- 
ment in running due to the complete 
emptying away of old oil and its replace- 
ment by fresh after all traces have been 
washed away with paraffin has to be 
experienced to be believed. When this 
is done during the running in of the car 
it is sometimes difficult to say whether 
the improvement noted is due to the 
changing of the oil or simply to the better 
bedding down of the working parts. After 
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a car has covered 2,000 or more miles 
there can be no question that it is the 
changing of the oil, and nothing else, 
that accounts for the improvement that 
is just as noticeable. 

If we take 7,000 miles as the average 
annual mileage of a private “‘ pleasure ” 
car, and if we assume 7s. as the cost of a 
gallon of oil, both of which figures are 
fair averages, what is the extra cost of 
completely emptying the sump every 
thousand miles as compared with running 
for the same distance and then merely 
refilling it without previous emptying ? 
Put it at the outside and say 25s. Is 
not such a real improvement in the 
running of the car cheaply bought at 
25S. p. a. ? But most car makers recom- 
mend a complete change of oil every 3,000 
miles, 7.¢e., that the sump be completely 
emptied and refilled with fresh oil of the 
same brand. Periodical replenishment will, 
in the ordinary way, be necessary between 
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HORT of a really bad high speed 

crash, nothing can do so much 

damage to the engine of a car 

as frost. Because its method of 

attack is so insidious and because 
it so often comes quite unexpectedly : 
especially in England at this time of the 
year, it always succeeds in securing a 
few victims, and nothing is more annoying 
than to have a car put out of commission 
for many days and to incur a really heavy 
repair bill when both could have been 
avoided by some simple and cheap pre- 
cautions. Unlike other liquids, water, 
when falling in temperature, contracts 
down to a certain point (4° C.), and then 
expands as it freezes, and the force of 
this expansion is well-nigh irresistible 
by any vessel in which the water is 
contained. If the vessel has enough 
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each emptying, ot course. Suppose we 
take an extravagant case and assume that 
the sump be emptied completely every 
1,000 miles without intermediate replenish- 
ment. The engine lubrication bill per 
annum will be increased by, say, 20 per 
cent.—it will increase from 50s. to 60s. 
perannum. Although this is an extrava- 
gant case, and an extra charge of 1os. is 
not likely to be incurred in practice, there 
are few owners who, having experienced 
the benefit, would consider it too dearly 
bought at sucha figure. 

What is sauce for the goose is sauce 
for the gander, and, mutatis mutandis, these 
comments apply equally to the transmis- 
sion as to the engine. But transmission 
lubrication is a sufficiently big subject to 
justify treatment in a subsequent article. 
In the meantime we cannot emphaise too 
strongly that the lowest priced oil is by no 
means the most economical, or the best for 
use in the long—or short !—run. 


JACK FROST

has to go, and usually it is the walls of

For this reason the cylinder jackets 
of a car engine are more liable to damage 
by frost than is the radiator, the com- 
paratively thin metal of which, of a soft 
or malleable character, will give suffi- 
ciently to accommodate the extra bulk 
of the frozen water. The cylinder jackets, 
of cast iron, are rigid and hard. They 
will crack before they will bend, and 
the repair of such a crack is an exten- 
sive and expensive job. If a_ limited 
supply of heat is available, much 
greater benefit will be obtained from it if 
it be applied to a low rather than to a 
high point in the cooling system. Hot

it is surrounded, and so, if the lowest 
point of a cooling system be warmed, the 
desired circulation will be secured far 
more effectively than if the heat be applied 
to, say, the top of the radiator. Indeed, 
carrying this precept to extremes, it 
would, in theory at least and perhaps also 
in practice, be possible to apply a consider- 
able amount of heat to the top of a radia- 
tor and yet suffer from a cracked cylinder 
jacket. 
The risk is, of course, greater in 
proportion to the difference in height 
between the top of the radiator and the 
cylinder block. When these two are 
more or less on the same level the circu- 
lation effected in the radiator is likely 
to reach through to the cylinder block, 
even though the amount of heat supplied 
is small. When there is a difference of a 
foot or so—when the radiator is mounted 
well above the engine, as it is in many 
modern cars—considerable heat applied 
to the top of the radiator while the rest 
of the engine is subjected to a really 
severe frost might quite well prove to be 
entirely useless. It is conceivable that 
circumstances might arise which would 
make it better to apply heat to the bottom 
of the crank case rather than to the top 
of the radiator, even though the crank 
case contained no water and the radiator 
was full of it. Crank cases are usually 
made of aluminium, which is an excellent 
conductor of heat, and so the cylinder 
block would be sufficiently warmed to 
maintain circulation of the cooling water, 
while heat applied directly to the water in 
the top of the radiator would have no 
such desired effect. 


SNARES AND DELUSIONS. 


More than once Jack Frost has been 
able to get home with his attacks only 
because the owner of a car had been lulled 
into a false sense of security by the entirely 
inadequate precautions he had_ taken. 
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The habit of throwing a rug over bonnet 
and radiator, for instance, is excellent 
as far as it goes, but it does not go very far. 
It will protect a car that is left standing 
for an hour or so after a run in which 
its engine has become hot, but to rely 
on it for more than two or three hours, 
however hot the engine may have been, 
is to court disaster. Obviously, the rug 
does no more than help to keep in the 
heat that is already present. It does not 
supply any itself, and the length of time 
for which a rug may be relied on depends 
not so much on the rug as on the 
quantity of water in the cooling system. 
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The more water there is the longer 
will it take to cool down, and so a big 
car may be expected to stand longer 
without suffering damage than a smull 
car alongside it. True, the big car presents 
a bigger cooling surface for its cooling 
water, so that the rate of cooling might »e 
expected to be the same for each, but 
usually the increase in cooling surface jis 
not so great as that in volume of waiter 
carried, and we are also assuming thit 
most of the available surface, if not all, is 
covered by the rug.

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practice of emptying the radiator—excellent 
that is if properly executed. But with 
the majority of cars it is really difficult to 
empty the cooling system completely 
simply by opening the drain tap that is 
provided, and, of course, quite a little 
water left behind will be just as dangerous 
as a full system—more so, in fact, because 
it will freeze more readily. While it 
would be too much to say that no car 
has the drain tap of its radiator so placed 
as to be capable of emptying the system 
completely, it is a fact that there are 
extremely few. Even if, as is often the 
case, the drain tap is placed at the extreme 
lowest point of the radiator, it by no means 
follows that every drop of water can find 
its way out through it. There are pockets 
in various parts of the system which 
retain water, as, for instance, where the 
inlet pipe from the radiator enters the 
cylinder block—generally there is a ledge 
here that may be as deep as half an inch. 
The water pump is another common pocket 
where some water may remain after all 
has apparently been emptied. 


EMPTYING THE RADIATOR. 


On some engines there is an inde- 
pendent tap in the cylinder jacket itself 
and usually such taps are placed so as 
to be able to empty away every drop of 
water, while in addition they prevent 
the formation of air locks in the system as 
it is being ‘‘ emptied’ through the main 
tap, and such air locks are common causes 
of disaster. When an engine is inclined 
rearwards in the chassis frame, as is 
increasingly popular—and very sound— 
practice, it is obviously impossible to 
empty the cylinder jackets without a 
tap so placed unless the water inlet from 
the radiator is brought into the cylinders 
at the rear end. 

It is then possible to empty a radiator 
within the requirements of practical safety? 
In spite of all these very necessary warnings 
it can be done quite easily. The car 
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should be stopped two or three hundred 
yards from its garage or resting place 
for the night and the radiator drain tap 
opened and left to run until not less than 
three-fourths of the water has run away. 
If it be emptied until only the drip, drip 
of the last few drops remain, all well 
and good, only it is a slow process, and if 
it is a cold night most drivers will be 
anxious to get into the garage. With 
the tap still open the car should now 
be driven into the garage, and if on the 
way it can be driven over a few fairly 
big bumps, e.g., a small heap of stones 
at the roadside, or uneven ground, so 
much the better. So long as the engine 
speed be kept low there is no risk of 
damage from the short drive without 
cooling water, but, of course, it must 
only be done with a hot engine. To 
start up an engine from cold and so 
drive it will cause damage only less 
than that of frost which it is desired 
to avoid, unless the distance be very 
short (say 50yds.) and the engine speed 
kept extremely low all the time—say, a 
car speed of 10 m.p.h. on top gear as a 
maximum. 

The principle of this method is, of 
course, that the few drops of water remain- 
ing after the “‘emptying”’ through the 
opened drain tap will be boiled in the 
cylinder jackets and passing to the radiator 
will escape either as steam or after con- 
densation through the stili open drain 
tap. This tap should be left open all 
night and a label or other reminder 
should be tied to the starting handle to 
prevent any risk of the car being started 
up on the next occasion it is required 
before the radiator has been re-filled. 
While the whole process is undoubtedly a 
nuisance it has the advantage of being 
a perfect safeguard against frost and of 
paving the way for refilling with warm 
water in the morning so as to facilitate 
starting. And there is more than one 
car of which the engine simply cannot be 
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started on a really cold morning unti] 
the cooling system has been filled up with 
hot water. 


ANTI-FREEZING MIXTURES. 


This is the most elaborate and the 
most efficient guard against the assaults 
of Jack Frost. The simplest, and it is to be 
feared, the least efficient is the use of a:iti- 
freezing mixtures. It is not that the a ti- 
freezing mixture is ineffective while i js 
present, but of the two available mixti res 
one cannot be relied upon to remain w] ere 
it has been put, and the other is apt to 
cause other damage, not so serious, it 
is true, but still quite undesirable i it 
can be avoided. The first mixture js 
methylated spirit, which certainly as 
the effect of reducing the freezing px: int 
of the water until there is no risk of 
freezing, at least in Great Britain; ut 
the trouble with methylated spirit is t iat 
as soon as the engine is started or, at le st, 
as soon as the water becomes hot, it al] 
boils away, and so the owner is apt tc be 
caught by the delusion that because he 
had spirit in the water when he staried 
out for his run—having put it there wien 
the car was last put away in the garage— 
he still has it when he comes back, and 
therefore no other precautions are neeced. 
Actually, methylated spirit, to prevent 
freezing, needs to be added to the water 
every time that the car is to be left, and 
obviously it must not be added wiile 
the water is hot. 

Glycerine is another anti - freezing 
remédy that is sometimes recommended ; 
but while its disadvantages are quite 
different from those of alcohol, they are 
equally real. In every water - cooling 
system there are some rubber joints, 
and glycerine acts on rubber, causing it 
to perish. While a faulty water connection 
is not such a serious matter as a cracked 
cylinder jacket, it is hardly worth while 
te invite one trouble in order to avoid 
the other if a safer remedy is available.

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SAFETY HEATERS FOR THE ENGINE. 


The commonest method used by the 
modern motorist to avoid the dangers 
of frost is to use one of the numerous safety 
lamps that are available. Most of these 
are intended for placing under the bonnet 
of the car in such a position that their 
heat is applied more or less directly to 
the cylinder-jacket. A good example of 
this type of heater is the Everwarm, which 
burns paraffin and may be relied upon 
with one filling to keep a water system 
sufficiently warm through twenty-four 
or thirty hours to prevent any possibility 
of freezing. The Everwarm lamp that 1 
have used with satisfaction for a long 
time unfortunately suffers from a rather 
inferior burner, which means that accurate 
regulation of the flame is difficult, and it 
would be much improved could the wick 
be turned up and down without previous 
unscrewing of the base of the lamp— 
the oil container—as is at present necessary. 

Because the Everwarm and some 
other lamps like it are made on the prin- 
ciple of the miner’s safety-lamp, some 
motorists have wondered whether an 
actual miner’s lamp would not do the work 
equally well, and such lamps can be pro- 
cured very cheaply from one of the 
numerous Government disposal stores. 
But the miner’s lamp is designed pri- 
marily to give light rather than heat, and 
it is improbable that an ordinary specimen 
would give enough heat to ensure safety 
for the fair quantity of cooling water 
it is necessary to keep warm. Such a 
lamp would be better than nothing at all; 
but, in spite of the fact that it is much 
more strongly made than the average lamp 
intended exclusively for car use, there is 
little else to be said in its favour. 

There are on the market various elec- 
tric heaters which, from the point of view 
of ease of manipulation and fixing, are 
undoubtedly the best kind of all. They 
may be obtained either for use from the 
house lighting current or from the car 
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batteries, but there are serious objections 
to putting this extra strain on the car 
batteries in wintertime, when, presumably, 
they will be called upon for their hardest 
work and when, as often as not, they get 
minimum charging. With any of these 
internal heaters in use, it is a good plan 
to conserve the heat they generate by 
covering bonnet and radiator with a rug. 
If the heater be fixed in position while 
the engine is hot and a rug then thrown 
over the bonnet, it will take a very long 
time before any ordinary English frost 
will be able to affect seriously the water 
in the cooling system of the car. 


HEATING THE GARAGE. 


With the exception of the electric 
heater that takes its current from the 
main, all these heaters have the advantage 
of portability. They may be taken out 
with the car and pressed into service when- 
ever and wherever occasion demands. But, 
apart from this advantage, the best of 
all guards against frost is undoubtedly 
the heated garage. When hot-water pipes 
are available from the house or the green- 
houses, the problem is, of course, simple 
of solution. But a hot-water system may 
be installed in any brick-built garage 
at no very high cost, because the arrange- 
ment does not need to be so elaborate 
as for dwelling-house. or conservatory, 
and it will not be called upon for such 
regular or frequent use. 

But failing a hot-water system, full 
reliance may be placed on one of the slow 
combustion stoves specially made for 
the purpose. The best known of these is 
the Notron, which burns special charcoal 
fuel and costs very little to maintain a 
fair-sized garage at a very comfortable 
temperature for twenty-four hours without 
attention. 


THE DANGER LINE. 


When is it necessary to take special 
precautions against the attack of frost

on acar? Often we have a night’s frost 
that has been preceded by a comparatively 
warm day and is followed by a morning 
when the sun quite early attains useful 
power. Must all or some of these pre- 
cautions be taken for a night when the 
thermometer only falls just below freezing 
point ? Theoretically, of course, one degree 
of frost is enough to freeze water, but 
experiment indicates that a car may be 
left with safety outside in an atmosphere 
that is only one or two degrees below 
freezing point. A fall of a further three 
degrees, however, puts an entirely different 
complexion on the matter, and something 
must be done, and done quickly. 

But for cars housed in an enclosed 
garage 25° Fahr. is usually taken ag 
being the danger line. A few hours of 
this temperature might not cause any 
damage, but it is a case of touch and 
go, and the wise owner will be sure rather 
than sorry. 


IF DAMAGE OCCURS. 


If, in spite of all precautions, or through 
the lack of any, a cylinder jacket should 
become damaged by frost, it is now no 
longer necessary for the car to be laid 
up for weeks while a new cylinder block 
is obtained from the makers. Electric 
and acetylene welding have now reached 
the thoroughly reliable stage, and the most 
intricate cylinder casting may safely be 
entrusted to one of the good welding firms 
for repair. It is an expensive repair, 
but welding is a perfect example of those 
jobs where to seek the cheapest is the worst 
possible economy. It is highly skilled 
specialist work, in spite of which the cost 
of repairing a cracked cylinder jacket 
is much lower than that of a new one. 
And, of course, if the car be fairly 
old, it by no means follows that a new 
cylinder block will give back the previous 
quality of running, unless it be accom- 
panied by new pistons and perhaps also 
new valves.

LIFE INSURANCE 


ALUATION reports issued this year show that offices 

which may be regarded as soundly constructed have 

passed through and thoroughly recovered from the 

position created by the war. It will be remembered 

that owing to depreciation and war claims many were 
compelled to pass their bonuses. In a word, the outlook appears 
to be rather better than it was believed to be prior to August, 
1914; one would almost expect a slight improvement over the 
pre-war bonus figures in future. 

This appearance of prosperity, in so far as whole life policies 
are concerned, should be of more interest to the relatively young 
than to the middle-aged. The whole-life with-profit policy is 
for those who have a long expectation of life. The higher rate 
of premium, payable to secure participation in profits, of course 
contracts, in the case of the man who has so much per annum 
to lay out, and no more, the initial sum assured. One hundred 
pounds a year will buy less cover at 60s. per cent. than at 50s. 
per cent., so that the with-profit proposition is not so good in its 
earlier stages. The only way to test the value of a participating 
policy is to assume that it will run to maturity, and that maturity 
will be reached when the assured ‘arrives at the age which the 
mortality tables give him as the age at which his expectation 
of life will have been lived. 

At age twenty-five at entry a man should live 39.58 years ; 
at age thirty at entry, 35.57 years; at age thirty-five at entry, 
31.66 years ; at age forty at entry, 27.86 years ; at age forty-five 
at entry, 24.17 years; at age fifty at entry, 20.61 years. Since, 
therefore, the periodical addition of bonuses to the original 


‘sum assured increases the sum total more and more as years 


succeed years, it is obvious that this class of policy gives the 
best results in the case of young entrants: in their case the 
accumulation of additions will go on longest. 

For the middle-aged the non-participating policy, which 
is cheaper and gives a large initial sum assured, is the better, 
and the same observation applies to the case of young men whose 
urgent need is to provide a maximum sum in the event of early 
demise. For Estate Duty purposes the non-participating policy 
is probably always best, because the amount of the sum to be 
paid when the policy becomes a claim is ascertained from the 
outset; bonus expectations do not always materialise. In 
the case of both participating and non-participating contracts 
premium payments can be spread over the whole of life or limited 
to an agreed number of years. There is a table known as the 
reduction of premium table, under which bonuses are used 
not to increase the sum assured, but to reduce the premium, 
which is by their application gradually tapered away to nothing. 
There is also another table with a very low participating rate 
under which, in consideration of an agreement that no bonuses 
shall attach until premiums paid compounded at 4 per cent. 
interest amount to the original sum insured, the policy remains 
without profits for twenty or twenty-five years or as the case 
may be, and then receives them for the whole period ; thereafter 
having further additions made to it from time to time. 

The endowment policy is best suited to a man, young or 
in early middle age, whose needs are that the sum assured shall 
be paid to his estate in the event of his death within a certain 
number of years or to him personally if he lives until the end 
of that number of years. Needless to say, it is issued in both 
participating and non-participating form. If it becomes a 
death claim it is, clearly, a more expensive proposition than the 
whole life proposition, because it savours of an investment. 
A rate has to be charged which will enable the office of issue 
to pay the sum assured in full in any event not later than the 
end of the period agreed to at the outset. It is excellent as a 
combination of insurance and capital accumulation. The 
converse to it is the term policy, which is issued at a very low 
rate of premium because under it the sum assured has only to 
be paid if the assured happens to die within an agreed period 
of time. A variation of the term policy is the convertible term 
policy, which costs rather more, but goes one better because it 
gives the assured the right to transfer, within a specified period 
of time, without further medical examination, and at the rate 
of premium applicable to the table of his choice and to his age 
at the date of transfer, to any other table he may see fit to select. 

These principal forms of policy are always to be obtained. 
They are supplemented by many special forms which give, 
almost invaluably, the right of selection at a specified date 
between one or more of several options. One may have the right 
to take some paid-up insurance, or some paid-up insurance and 
some cash, or some paid-up insurance and an annuity to run 
for the rest of one’s life, or some cash and an annuity to 
run for the rest of one’s life. Such policies are not issued by all 
offices, but by many; they are exceedingly useful, inasmuch 
as they leave nothing to chance. 

Over and above the foregoing there are schemes which provide 
for the payment of annuities, some excellent tables designed 
to enable parents to meet the expenses of the education of their 
children, and survivorship policies, under which the sum assured 
is payable on the first death of two or three named individuals. 

Non-profits insurance rates are now in many cases lower 
than before the war; the net rate of interest on investments 
has increased, so that, in the face of competition, and quite safely, 
reductions in rates have been made.

pulse, and Lionel Edwards’ pictures yori 
of the hunting-field are worthy +4 
of it.

your hands, give him The Angler’s 
Guide, by Joseph Adams (Hutchin- 

son, 10s. 6d.), a description of ¥ 
angling days spent in Ireland, and “ 
the crystallisation of a fisherman’s 
life experience. It will keep him V 
absorbed for several hours as Mr. 
Adams takes him along the banks 
of the rivers and describes their 
pools and days of actual fishing. 
The Preface is by the Marquess o 
Sligo, another fishing enthusiast. 
The billiard fiend will be happy 
with Tom Aitken’s Plain Talks to 
Billiard Players (Chambers, 2s. 6d.), 
for what the Scottish champion 
does not know about the game is 
not worth knowing. I envy the 
sportsman who is ‘presented with oe 
British Sporting Birds, edited by

Hutchinson (Jack, Limited, 3o0s.), 

this Christmas. It is  magnifi- 
cently produced, and the plates 
illustrating the book are drawn 
from the “ British Bird Book.” It 
should be invaluable to sportsmen 
because of the expert guidance it 
provides both as regards the natural 
history of British game birds and 
the practical assistance it gives. 
Having made a careful survey of 
its four hundred odd pages I have 
come to the conclusion that no gun 
room can be really complete with- 
out it. Nature lovers of a differeat 
kind will delight in Palm-groves 
and Humming Birds, by \eith Henderson 
(Ernest Benn, 21s.). ‘To accompany an artist 
for a fortnight in Brazil is really rather a 
thrilling thing todo. It is a fortnight crammed 
with interest and movement and colour, and 
we notice and enjoy things that we should 
certainly never have noticed if he had not 
opened our eyes for us. Everything is turned 
into a picture in words, supplemented by the 
most expressive pen pictures. We can wander in 
Rumania, too, if we choose, Jn Gipsy Camp and 
Royal Palace (Methuen, 15s.), conducted this 
time by Mr. E. O. Hoppé, who gives us to see 
with the eye of his magic camera. Rumania 
is a wonderfully romantic country, with its 
Eastern colour and gaiety, and Mr. Hoppé 
makes us feel his affection for the people. 
The Queen of Rumania has written a charming 
introduction. 

Sporting Memories, by Major W. Troup 
(Hutchinson, 18s.), is another book which 
will appeal to the all-round sportsman. Major 
Troup has played cricket, Rugby and hockey 
for Gloucestershire. He went to India as a 
member of the Indian Police Service ; he has 
met many prominent people ; he has a good 
sense of humour ; he is a great story teller, and 
he has written this book of his reminiscences ; 
and I think that speaks for itself. Cowboys 
North and South, by Will James (Charles 
Scribner, 12s. 6d.), will be snatched from hand 
to hand in any properly brought-up household. 
It is a delight from cover to cover. Will 
James is absolutely virgin soil, rich in expres- 
sion, bringing the fresh winds of heaven with 
him, vital and human. He has never been 
to school, he has picked up his grammar 
from ‘‘ old magazines and saddle catalogs, 


he was born and raised in the cow country, 
he is a cowboy, so he just tells us all about it—and 
we are proud to know him. As we have just 
inhaled so much fresh air, we turn, naturally, 
from the cowboy star to the stars of the fir- 
manent, and Mary Proctor, F.R.A.S., in 
Evenings with the Stars (Cassell, 10s.), can make 
the study of them an interesting and almost 
easy accomplishment. She takes very great 
pains with us lest we should be haphazard in 
our observations, and it becomes an extra- 
ordinarily fascinating occupation. 

Now I find a quiet little book at my hand, 
David Copperfield’s Library, by John Brett 
Langstaffe (Allen and Unwin, 6s.). Mr. Lang- 
staffe succeeded in identifying the hous: in 
Johnson Street, Somers Town, where Dickens 
lodged during the David Copperfield part of 
his boyhood, and here tells the story of the 
discovery and how the house was converted

into a children’s library. The Diary of a 
Nobody, by George and Weedon Grossmith 
(Arrowsmith, 5s.) , is, of course, a twenty-two 
year old classic, dear to many homes, but I 
think I have never seen it in so attractive a 
dress. W. H. Hudson: An Anthology (Dent, 
7s. 6d.), is compiled by Edward Garnett, and 
there cannot now be any further excuse that 
Hudson has not been read. It is now possible 
for every reader to get into touch with him, 
and the arrangement is excellent. The selec- 
tion is, naturally, more restrained than we could 
wish, but then Hudson’s writings abound 
with beautiful things, and it was impossible 
to make the present anthology hold more 
than Mr. Garnett puts into it. 

A gift book of special merit is Ashmodens 
or The Devil on Two Sticks, by Alain René 
Le Sage (Hutchinson, 24s.). Miss Kitty 
Shannon, whose beautiful illustrations adorn 
its pages, will ensure it the popularity 
it deserves. Full of character and originality, 
they create an atmosphere that harmonises 
with the French classic which has _ been 
sympathetically translated by Mr. Joseph 
Thomas. Whether this new _ translation, 
able though it is, will bring it into the 
prominence that ‘‘ Gil Blas ’’ enjoyed with the 
British public remains to be seen. But it has 
been given every chance. 

The lighter side of literature is well 
represented by two books, one by that leading 
British humorist, E. V. Knox (‘’ Evoe‘’), 
Fancy Now (Methuen, 6s.), illustrated by 
his incomparable colleague, George Morrow, 
and the other by that king of wits, H. M. 
Bateman, A Mixture (Methuen, tos. 6d.), 
being a collection of his inimitable stories 


without words. There is no need to eulogise 
either of these books, to hear their name is to 
covet.

““Tt’s a queer anthology, I suppose, as 
anthologies go,” writes Mr. Arthur Watts 
in dedicating A Painter's Anthology (Arrow- 
smith, 25s.). Perhaps it is “queer” from the 
point of view of highbrow people who allow 
nothing for affection and everything to taste. 
It is, in effect, the expression of an artist’s 
individuality through those poems which, for 
matter, music or association, have woven 
themselves, gold and silver threads, into the 
very web of his life. I find that a 
great many of his favourites are 
mine too, and the charming ‘‘ deco- 
rations ”’ and the twelve plates in 
colours and eight in black and 
white with which he has adorned 
them emphasise their attraction. 
This is a gift book of gift books— 
not a “‘ pretty book ” alone, but a 
book of good company. 

Messrs. Heinemann, whose 
parcels of books I always look 
into with the pleasantest anticipa- 
tions, have sent me this year a fine 
edition of James Elroy Flecker’s 
Hassan (21s... Mr. Thomas 
Mackenzie has given it twelve 
plates in colour, well reproduced, 
and anyone who was so unlucky as 
to miss the production of Flecker’s 
masterpiece at His Majesty’s 
Theatre might have the loss very 
nearly made good by the posses- 
sion of this excellently printed 
volume. Another obvious conso- 
lation prize is Wembley in Colour 
(Longman’s, Green and Co., 21s.), 
by Donald Maxwell, ideal as a 
gift for anyone, and particularly 
friends overseas, who did not 
achieve a visit to the Imperial 
Exhibition. Between the coloured 
pictures and the black and white 
sketches all one’s favourite spots 
seem to be portrayed. As a gift 
for a friend with whom one shared 
a day’s Wembling it would be an 
equally happy suggestion. The 
Golden Journey of Mr. Paradyne 
(Lane, 5s.) is by Mr. William 
Locke and illustrated by Miss 
Marcia Lane Foster. In spite 
of having said all that—and a 
svery great deal it is—I will just 
add that Mr. Locke has a whimsical tale to tell 
with many a truth behind its fantasy, and has 
told it in his own most attractive manner. 

All women are supposed to love a rake, 
but certainly most love a beau, and Mr. Lewis 
Melville’s Beau Brummel (Hutchinson, 21s.) 
will find many interested readers. It is very 
well illustrated; the Beau as a little boy 
making a particularly charming portrait. 


Songs for the Princess (Duckworth, 2s. 6d.) . 


is decorated with pleasing little woodcuts by 
Vivien Gribble. 

Mr. Cecil Palmer has chosen this very 
suitable moment to bring out Scenes from 
Dickens, Trial Sketches and Plays (7s. 6d.), 
playlets compiled by Mr. James Edward Jones 
and particularly designed for amateurs, which 
are sure to much in request for holiday 
theatricals. 

It is only after considerable searching 
of heart that I have been able to decide that 
Mr. A. A. Milne’s exquisite little volume of 
verses decorated by Mr. E. H. Shepard shall 
be apportioned to the pile of books from which 
a reader might choose ‘‘ one for the dame.” 
Were I not perfectly certain that the Master 
and the Boys and Girls and the Nursery People 
would all borrow it from her, I am afraid 
that I should have had to devote a section to 
When We Were Very Young (Methuen, 7s. 6d.) 
all by itself. It is a difficult book to review 
because no one will leave you in peace to read 
it, and the arguments as to whether ‘“‘ The 
King’s Breakfast”? or ‘‘ Teddy Bear” or 
“Puppy and I” or one of the others is really 
the funniest and dearest are apt to distract one’s 
attention.

Anyhow, in its own 
particular way this is one of the very best 
of the books Christmas this year—or for several 
years—has brought us. From the Medici 
Society come five lovely books, illustrated in 
colour and published at 5s. each: ‘Three 
volumes of Mr. Percy Macquoid’s Children’s 
Costume from the Great Masters : (A) Fifteenth 
and early sixteenth centuries, (B) Sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries, and (c) Eighteenth 
and early nineteenth centuries, with exquisite 
illustrations and notes on the artists and 
their work ; The Adoration of the Kings, old 
Christmas carols, edited by the Rev. George 
R. Woodward, with eleven coloured plates of the 
Old Masters ; and The Praise of Our Lady, which 
also has twelve lovely coloured illustrations. 

A new edition of that pretty posy, The 
Four Gardens (Foulis, 3s. 6d.), by ‘‘ Handasyde,” 
is illustrated in colour by M. G. W. Wilson ; 
and for garden lovers, too, comes Mrs. Marion 
Cran’s lively chronicle of her adventures in 
finding and restoring a lovely old cottage 
and making a trampled nettle patch into a 
worthy garden, The Story of My Ruin (Jenkins, 
1os. 6d.). It is illustrated with photographs 
of “before”? and ‘after,’ and reads like 
the history of one of the very nicest dreams 
come true. 4 Real A.B.C. of Gardening 
(Butterworth, 6s.), by A. J. Macself, illus- 
trated in line and colour, is a handy manual 
telling the home gardener just what she wants 
to know. 

A book which treats of the plant as a 
living organism, which emphasises its indi- 
viduality and the influence of its environment 
upon the individual will be welcomed by 
those who are already aware of the trend 
of modern botanical thought. ‘To those who 
are not familiar with the life processes of 
plants The Biology of Flowering Plants, by 
Dr. Macgregor Skene, D.Sc. (Sidgwick and 
Jackson, Limited, 16s.), will come as a revela- 
tion, particularly if they have supposed that 
the scientific treatment of plants is nothing but a 
systematic study of their dried bones. It 
makes fascinating reading for the botanist, and 
is full of interest for the layman. Gardening 
in Sunny Lands (Cobden Sanderson, 15s.) has 
a foreword by Edith Wharton. It is frankly 
not a botanical treatise or an exhaustive work 
on gardening in various climates, but everyone 
who knows the South of France and loves its 
flowers will revel in it. The pictures alone, 
with their masses of lovely blossoms, float 
on? far away from English December. 


COUNTRY LIFE. 


Two books for the connoisseur of old 
china which cannot fail to delight her are 
Old Spode (Laurie, 18s.), by T. G. Cannon, 
with plates which might make anyone fall in 
love with Spode; and Chats on Wedgwood 
Ware (Unwin, gs.), by Harry Barnard, an 
exceptionally well illustrated and_ readable 
handbook for the collector. 

The Quest of the Antique (Jenkins, 25s.), 
by Mrs. Willoughby Hodgson, with its many 
illustrations in colour and _ half-tone, covers 
numberless branches of collecting—cut glass, old 
lace, punch-bowls, Jacobean toasting glasses, 
English silver spoons: these are only a few. 
The famous Mrs. Beeton’s Cake Making 
(Ward, Lock, 2s. 6d.) is a practical suggestion 
which many women would welcome. New 
ideas for afternoon tea dainties by no means 
grow on every bush in most households, and 
here are three hundred and fifty tried recipes. 

How Cinderella Was Able To Go To The 
Ball (Foulis, 6s.), written and_ illustrated 
by Miss Jessie M. King, is, in spite of its 
fanciful style, a practical treatise on the art 
of Batik dyeing in the home, a novel hobby with 
all sorts of pleasant possibilities. Christmas 
Parties and How to Arrange Them (Thornton 
Butterworth, 3s. 64.) comes exactly at the right 
moment, and Davide C. Minter has most useful 
hints on entertaining to give which ought to 
add a lot to Christmas jollity this year. 


REPRINTS AND NEW 
EDITIONS 


Old books are landmarks and guides in 
our journey through life-—Haz.irr. 


Christmas is a time for renewing old 
friendships, and favourite books make, perhaps, 
the most endearing of gifts. Nobody will, 
I think, quarrel with me for giving pride 
of place to the beautiful Manaton Edition 
of the works of John Galsworthy, of which 
the twenty-one volumes cost £25 5s. The 
Diary of Samuel Pepys (Dent, two vols., 
15s.) is another certain favourite. It has 
thirty-four drawings in crayon and ink by 
Major Benton Fletcher and many _repro- 
ductions of contemporary portraits by way 
of illustration: altogether a book to covet 
and one the sight of which would inevitably 
urge any Pepys lover to try the efficiency 
of a hint in the right quarter in the hopes 
of finding it among his or her Christmas gifts.

That fine book, The Life of George Borrow 
(Murray, 7s. 6d.), by Herbert Jenkins, makes 
a first appearance in a cheap edition; and 
from the same publisher, at the same price, 
come that notable book for sportsmen, Fishing 
and Shooting, by Earl Buxton, and Dr. R. W. S. 
Bishop’s fascinating volume, My Moorland 
Patients, full of good tales of life in Yorkshire 
and Derbyshire. Mr. Richard Kearton has 
taken no fewer than eight-five photographs for 
anew edition of The Natural History of Selborne, 
(Arrowsmith, 21s.), which will be a delight to 
all who know their Gilbert White. Most of 
the photographs have been taken near Selborne, 
and very beautiful they are, delightful portraits 
of wild creatures old and young. Among illus- 
trated books, Peacock Pie (Constable, 12s.), 
with pictures by the lamented Claude Lovat 
Fraser enhancing the charm of Mr. Walter 
de la Mare’s verse, must be mentioned ; 
and Leaves from the Golden Bough (Macmillan, 
10s. 6d.), which Lady Frazer has chosen, 
and Mr. H. M. Brock illustrated; and poetry 
also offers Messrs. Heinemann’s satisfying two 
volume edition of Swinburne’s Collected Poetical 
Works (15s.). 

In fiction, there is, of course, a wider 
choice, among which are notable the Skerryvore 
Edition of the Works of Robert Louis Stevenson 
(Heinemann, 7s. 6d. per vol.), complete in five 
volumes ;_ the Mickleham Edition of Georg’ 
Meredith, each volume costing 5s. in cloth 
or 7s. 6d. in leather, very handy and very 
well printed, and a credit to their publishers, 
Messrs. Constable ; Ovington’s Bank, by Stanley 
Weyman (Murray, 3s. 6d.) ; Ethan Frome (Nash 
and Grayson, 3s. 6d.), Edith Wharton’s famou : 
novel; and among Collins’ Pocket Classics, 
2s. cloth and 4s. leather, Fennimore Cooper’s 
fine tale, The Spy; and Mr. Hardy’s Under 
the Greenwood Tree. A lovely little edition 
of Miss Sheila Kaye-Smith’s exquisite tale, 
Tamarisk Town (Cassell, leather, 6s.), ends 
the list. 

In the Abbey Classics come An Athopian 
History of Heliodorus (Simpkin, 3s. 6d.) and 
Johnson’s Journey to the Western Highlands 
of Scotland. Selections of Matthew Arnold’s 
Prose (Methuen, 3s. 6d.), very ably edited by 
D. C. Somervell, is another excellent choice ; 
and for the politician what better than The 
Prime Ministers of England 1721-1924 (Murray, 
tos. 6d.), by the Hon. Clive Bigham? Last, 
but not least, a fifth impression of Mr. Percy 
Lubbock’s Earlham (Cape, 7s. 6d.) comes to 
hand most opportunely.

eae and as I read 
1 hear the crowing cock, I hear the note 
Of lark and linnet, and from every page 
Rise odours of ploughed field or flowery 
mead.—LONGFELLOW. 

The child’s mind as it awakens becomes 
hungry for knowledge, and curious about man, 
animals and inanimate nature and must be 
satisfied, and imagination must have its food. 
Fortunately, there are many books that will 
help in this good work, and many of the 
best minds have been generous in placing 
their experience at the disposal of the younger 
generation. Bird Life Throughout the Year, 
by John H. Salter (Swarthmore Press, 12s. 6d.) 
is, perhaps, strictly a book for grown-ups, 
but I can imagine any boy who is interested 
in birds eagerly drinking at its fount. The 
writing is simple and polished and the ar- 
rangement of the book as a nature calendar 
makes it all the more interesting. The illus- 
trations from photographs are beautifully 
taken and produced. The Spirit of the Wild, 
by H. W. Shepheard-Walwyn (Lane, 12s. 6d.), 
is a human document applied to animals. 
The author has studied the animals of the 
British countryside so minutely and lovingly 
that he seems to have found the spirit that 
animates all their doings and all their beings. 
He is enthusiastic in his researches, and his 
enthusiasm is catching. I cannot imagine a 
more wholesome book, and the literary quality 
is very high. Again, the illustrations are 
photographs of great excellence. Another book 
of the wild, this time in the form of stories, 
is Moonlight Tales, by Douglas Gordon (7s. 6d.). 
These represent the romance, adventure and 
comedy of animal life, and it is Mr. Gordon’s 
hope that they will create a deeper sympathy 
with these wild people of the field and hedge- 
row: and it will certainly not be his fault if 
they fail. Once more the camera is employed 
with great effect. Prints from Many Trails, 
by H. Mortimer Batten (Jenkins, 12s. 6d.), 
are stories of wild animals, of which the main 
facts are true, and the scions of the solitudes 


are introduced to us by their true friend. 
Mr. Charles Roberts is an old favourite with 
nature-lovers, and his new book, Babes of 
the Wild (Dent, 6s.), is a worthy successor 
to those that came before. His Babe has 
a splendid time with Uncle Andy on the 
shores of that “loveliest and loneliest of 
wilderness lakes,” Silver Water, among the 
animals of the backwoods—and their adventures 
are far more interesting and more wonderful 
than any fairy tale. Mother Nature, by William 
J. Long (Harper, 12s. 6d.), is another fascinating 
book of animal life. No one, of course, gives 
his time and life to the study of animals unless 
he loves them, and that love he always seems 
to be able to transfer to paper in the most 
appealing way, so that you take fire from his 
fire, and love as he loves. Mr. Long is no 
exception to this rule in his graphic champion- 
ship of Dame Nature, in spite of her cruelty. 
And there are other nature stories of equal 
interest: Dramas of the Wild Folk, again 
by H. Mortimer Batten, where the scenes are 
mostly laid in Scotland, and the reader is held 
spellbound while the mountain hare fights the 
golden eagle, and ‘‘ One-Eye,” the head of the 
rabbit colony, gives his life for one of its 
number; and True Zoo Stories, by Leslie 
G. Mainland, who has learned the secrets 
of the ** Zoo ”’ and became acquainted with the 
habits and dodges that animals develop in 
captivity; both of which are published by 
(Partridge, 3s. 6d. each.). The appearance 
of that splendid evergreen, The Two Jungle 
Books, by Rudyard Kipling (Macmillan, 
1os. 6d.), in its first thin paper edition will 
be welcomed by young and old alike. 

The only fish book we have received is 
Water Folk at the Zoo, by Gladys Davidson 
(Methuen, 5s.), which is a collection of fishing 
stories written by an expert. 

A very admirable Dog Library has arrived 
this Christmas, and The Book of Noble Dogs, 
by Estelle Ross (Thornton Butterworth, 
7s. 6d.), is one of the best dog books received. 
It tells about the celebrated dogs of history, 
literature and mythology, it tells about the 
dogs that were the friends of kings, and, in 


fact, about practically every dog that was a 
dog, and the illustrations are reproductions 
of old pictures and woodcuts. Dogs You’d 
Like to Meet, by Rowland Johns (Methuen, 6s.), 
is a collection of excellent dog yarns, mostly 
true. The photographs make one long to 
meet the sitters. Cracker, My Dog Friend, 
by W. Harold Thomson (Simpkin, 3s. 6d.), 
is another real dog book made up of short 
sketches of which Cracker is the hero, and a 
more human-looking dog has never posed 
before the camera—in fact, you can believe 


everything that is told of him by his master. © 


Then there is .4 Dog Day, by Walter Emanuel, 
pictured by Cecil Aldin (William Heinemann, 
2s. 6d.)—do I hear loud applause and laughter 
as the wicked young fellow appears on the stage 
again? And finally there is Blobbs, 4 Town 
Dog in the Country (Chambers, 6s.), whose 
adventures, told in verse, are not very much 
to his credit. 

The Wonder Book of the Wild, edited by 
Harry Golding (Ward, Lock, 6s.), is a most 
comprehensive book of the romance of explora- 
tion, with first-rate photographs.

6d.), which tells of adventures in 
an airship, and In Trafalgar’s Bay (1s.), a 
tale of incidents depending on the great hg 
are both by Herbert Strang; and Don’s 
Treasure-Trove (6s.), by Alice Massie, a little 
boy’s story, are all from the same firm. 

Messrs. Blackie produce two books of 
glorious thrills: Unconquered Wings (6s.), 
by Percy F. Westerham, which is a tale of 
invention and flying; and The White Trail 
(5s.), a story of the early days of Klondike, 
by Alex. Macdonald; from Messrs. Hodder 
and Stoughton come Against the Clock and 
Pulling His Weight (3s. 6d. each), both by 
Gunby Hadath, that specialist in school stories, 
who is himself a schoolboy at heart. The Rival 
Schools, by Rowland Walker (Ward, Lock, 
4s. 6d. ), i is a school story in which Red Indians 
and other excitements play their part; and 
Hullo Boys! by the Uncles on the Wireless 
(Cecil Palmer, 3s.), is really an excellent collec- 
tion of stories and articles and information. 
Chinna (Wells, Gardner, Darton, 3s.), is 
a story with an Indian setting, and Hurrah for 
Peter Perry, by Eleanora H. Stooke, with its 
jolly little hero and his dog, comes from the 
same publishers at two shillings. 

And now for the specialist books. The 
Story of Broadcasting, by R. Burrows 
(Cassell, 3s. 6d.), is really an important book 
on the subject: it is not an official history of 
broadcasting, but it is a very fascinating study 
and very readable. Two books for the scientific 
boy are issued by Messrs. Seeley Service : 
Electrical Amusements and Experiments and 
Photography and its Mysteries (5s. each), 
both by C. R. Gibson. The former explains 
a number of electrical tricks and experiments 
which can easily be performed with home-made 
apparatus, and the latter is not just a handbook 
of photography, but tells of its many uses 
and about X-ray photography, and explains 
the taking of pictures through a microscope. 
Every boy at some time during his life has 
yearned to become an engine-driver, and at that 
psychological moment he should read The 
Book of the Locomotive, by G. Gibbard Jackson 
(Longman’s, 6s.). The author has given the 
history of the British locomotive in the simplest 
way possible, but it is a really serious book 
on the subject with numerous illustrations of 
every type of engine. The taste for engines 
sooner or later develops into a taste for flying, 
and then Aircraft of the World, by Major 
F, A. de V. Robertson (Humphrey Milford, 
7s. 6d.) is the right book to give the young 
aspirant. It is beautifully produced, with some 
fine illustrations, the frontispiece from Sir 
John Lavery’s picture, and it is written by 
an authority on the subject, who includes 
seaplanes, amphibians and gliders in his stride. 
The Cross Word Puzzle Book (Hodder and 
Stoughton, 3s. 6d.) will afford many hours of 
enchanting occupation to the crossword fiends 
who are now numbered by thousands. A Boy’s 
Book of Verse (Philip Allan, 6s.) is for the boy 
who cares for poetry. It is an excellent selec- 
tion of ballads, hunting songs and fighting 
songs and sea songs, and will lay the foundations 
for a real taste for poetry in after years.

and a relic of the Crusades which is its “‘ luck,” 
and so the “ luck ”’ of the school housed there. 
The adventures of the “luck” and its young 
guardians make truly thrilling reading. A 
new girl’s adventures at a school where things 
are made by no means too easy for her are 
the theme of Erica Wins Through (3s. 6d.), 
by Miss Josephine Elder. All these books are 
excellently bound and printed and exception- 
ally well illustrated. 

From Messrs. Partridge come a _ very 
attractive pair—The Most Popular Girl in 
the School (5s.), by Miss Bessie Marchant, 
and Sally Sticks It Out (5s.), the story of an 
elementary school girl awarded a trial scholar- 
ship i in a very exclusive school, by Miss Chris- 
tine Chaundler. Each volume has a coloured 
frontispiece and several other illustrations. 

One of the principal characters in Gwenda’s 
Friend from Home (Milford, 2s. 6d.) is old 
Mrs. Birch, who prefers animals as friends to 
people and whose large family of animals 
and insects will interest every young reader. 
Elizabeth, the heroine, goes out to Cape Town 
and finds all sorts of new scenes and experi- 
ences waiting her. Heather at the High School 
(Milford, 6s.) has a fascinating picture of the 
heroine in blazer and cricket pads on the cover 
which made me take an interest in Miss 
Winifred Darch’s story at first sight. This is 
another tale of a girl whom a scholarship takes 
to a school where most of her fellows are of 
a higher social standing. Now that, year by 
year, higher education is becoming more 
accessible to everyone, it is all to the good that 
girls should have their attention called to such 
a situation, and a decrease in both snobbery 
and toadyism in school ought to be the effect 
of such healthy and human stories as this. 
Yet another school story comes from Messrs. 
Cassell, The Fourth Form Invaders (6s.), by 
Nancy M. Hayes. It is very nicely bound, 
and distinguished by four full-page coloured 
illustrations, like all its fellows of ‘‘ The Empire 
Library,” and is to be highly recommended. 
Trixie’s love for her old violin will appeal to 
musical young people. 

Miss Bessie Marchant is also the author 
of A Bid for Safety (Ward, Lock, 4s. 6d.), 
which is intended for elder girls, and ends 
with the heroine’s happy marriage after all 
sorts of wild adventures and perilous moments 
which take place in Mexico. From the same 
publishers comes the Wonder Book Annual 
(6s.), appearing for the twentieth time as 
good as ever and delightfully up to date. 
“The Doggy Man” with its exquisite illus- 
tration would recommend the book to anyone 
who loved either dogs or humour. Queen’s 
Manor School, by Miss E. Everett-Green ; 
The Heroine of Chelton School and Murray 
Finds a Chum, by Miss May Wynne; and 
A Young Autocrat, by Cecil Adair, are all 
published by Messrs. Stanley Paul at 2s. 
each. 

A girl’s travels in the Far East and all 
sorts of exciting adventures are the material 
from which Miss Anemone Napier has woven a 
thrilling autobiographical tale, Her Mighty 
Youth (Black, 3s. 6d.), which has very good 
coloured illustrations and is altogether a most 
desirable addition to the young person’s book- 
shelf. Miss Bessie Marchant’s Sylvia’s Secret 
comes from the same publishers at 5s. Miss 
Marchant, I see, is called ‘' the girls’ Henty ” 
by her publishers ; I think she quite deserves 
the title. White Wings to the Rescue, at the 
same price, from the same publishers, is a 
real adventure story for girls, full of fun and 
the sea and yachting, by Mrs. E. E. Cowper. 
Miss Angela Brazil, whose works are dearly 
loved by girls all ‘the kingdom over, gives 
us this year Captain Peggie (Blackie, 6s.). 

Three good books from Messrs. Wells 
Gardner, Darton are The Giant of the Treasure 
Caves, by E. G. Mulliken, all sorts of doings 
on a wild sea coast ; The Mysterious Uncle, 
by Miss Tertia Bennett, and The Towers at 
Tachbury, by Miss E. Everett Green. 

Perhaps Tales of Old France (Longman’s, 
6s.) will be welcomed with less rapture, for 
it represents far more serious reading; but it 
is likely to be treasured long after most books 
intended for young readers have been discarded, 
for in it Mrs. Louise Creighton retells the 
histories of fifteen famous men and women of 
France, beginning with Vercingetorix and 
ending with Mére Angélique of Port Royal. 

Many young people would be glad to 
know something of the lives of their favourite 
authors, and to them the latest volume in 
“ Little Stories of Great Lives,’’ edited by Mr. 
Herbert Strang, The Story of Hans Andersen 
(Milford, 2s.), by E. Hallam Moorhouse, must 
make the strongest appeal, for the Danish 
wizard comes nearer than any writer, save, 
perhaps, our own Lewis Carroll, to the hearts of 
his readers, old and young.

All the grown-up people who as maps, 
and their number is legion, will certainly 
want to take a peep into Travellers’ Joy (Heine- 
mann, 7s. 6d.), and all the small people who 
are lucky enough to find it among their Christ- 
mas presents will, no doubt, be very proud 
to let them. After all, few grown-up people’s 
maps are of such exciting places as these which 
Mr. Dion Clayton Calthrop has invented 
and Mr. Gilbert Pownall depicted—* Pirate 
Island’”’ is the first, prefaced with the history 
of that redoubtable sailor ‘‘ on the account,” 
Sir Roger Grim, which makes it a hundred 
times more interesting. ‘‘ Redindiana,” ‘‘ Ex- 
plorers’ Country ” and many more are there, 
promising hours of amusement. 

Year by year the fairy stories of other lands 
are made accessible to young readers. Croatian 
Tales of Long Ago (Allen and Unwin, 7s. 6d.), by 
Iv.

and high seventeenth century headdresses. The 
price of this big book seems remarkably low. 
4Esop’s Fables (Ward, Lock, 6s.), that 
never failing and never forgotten delight of 
childhood, retold by Miss Blanche Winder 
and with forty-eight coloured plates by Mr. 
Harry Rountree, is another book that must 
by no means be overlooked. The picture of the 
lovesick cat which was turned into a princess 
is a thing of sheer joy, expressive in every line. 

To have Sir Ray Lankester writing an 
introduction to it is a rare honour for a book of 
fantasy. The brilliant young author of Dragons 
at Home (Wells, Gardner, Darton, 5s.), Lieu- 
tenant C. H. Murray Chapman, R.N., was 
killed while flying on duty in 1918. It is a 
very good thing that this story of some modern 
children’s adventures among prehistoric beasts 
and in the British Museum at night—“ this,” 
as Sir Ray Lankester calls it, “‘ charming piece 
of fancy in which the most astonishing beasts 
are not fancy but scieatific truth,’ should be 
at last given to the children for whom it was 
written and who will revel in this history 
of the gentle originals of the dragon. 

Aladdin (Lane, §s.), retold and illustrated 
by J. C. Hulme Beaman with the jolliest wooden 
figures, is one of the year’s most successful 
books ; in quite another vein Mr. Walter 
de la Mare’s classic, The Three Mulla-Mulgars 
(Selwyn and Blount, 6s.), with drawings by 
Mr. J. A. Shepherd, perhaps excels it. Mr. 
Shepherd has taken every advantage of a 
subject just to his taste. 

The Book of Happy Gnomes (Milford, 
3s. 6d.), by Miss Agnes Crozier Herbertson, 
is a book of delightful little stories, well illus- 


trated, and suited to quite small’ people. 
Miss Lilian A. Sydney’s illustrations are 
exactly right for Miss Herbertson’s pretty 


fancies. In Martin in Fairvland and Other 
Tales (Simpkin, 6s.), Miss Blanche Darwall 
covers quite a wide field, ranging from pure 
fairy story to stories of little human people. 


FOR THE NURSERY 


Books and things, 

Such as a kind relation brings—

It is never too early to begin to form 
literary tastes, and there must be system in the 
choice of baby’s first books. It is the physical 
quality of a book that makes the primary appeal 
to the infant mind, so it must be pleasing to the 
eye and touch. Baby Bunting’s First Book 
(Ward Lock, 1s. 6d.), by H. G. C. Marsh 
Lambert is a safe start. The illustrations 
are clear and bold and the colouring good, and 
the text of the alphabet is more originai than 
most. Gladys Peto’s Children’s Book (Sampson, 
Low, Marston and Co., 4s. 6d.) is a book for 
the next stage. Her illustrations are bright 
and attractive, and among the contributors 
are Sheila Kaye-Smith and Gilbert Frankau, 
so, as can be imagined, the writing is good and 
the stories are not twaddle. The Lucie Attwell 
Annual (Partridge, 5s.), too, will be looked for 
by its many friends. Miss Attwell has her 
attached public: and no wonder, when you 
realise what a fund of humour bubbles up in her 
charming illustrations. In The Outdoor Story 
Book (Blackie, 4s.) and Blackie’s Children’s 
Annual (5s.) will be found very pleasant read- 
ing for the nursery folk. I can imagine a fat 
pink forefinger caressing the pictures of three 
white bears in Arctic Orphans, by B. and N. 
Parker (Chambers, 6s.). This book must be 
read aloud as the print is rather small for baby 
eyes, but the coloured illustrations are nice and 
large. Rupert, by Mary Tourtel (Sampson 
Low, §5s.), is another story of a little bear’s 
adventures done in verse, with numerous line 
illustrations. The little chap with a love of 
ships will ask for My Picture Book of Ships 
(Ward, Lock, 1s. 6d.) ; the letterpress is nice and 
simple and the type beautifully clear, but illus- 
trations of photographs, though good are 
perhaps a little too advanced for the text. 
For the story pure and simple there is Rough, 
the story of a dog, by Mrs. Herbert Strang 
(Milford, 1s.), which children will adore, and 
Four Bedrooms, by Nevile Wilkinson (Milford, 
Is. 6d.), a charming little fairy story with a 
pathetic appeal. For Your Delight (The Poetry 
Bookshop, 2s. 6d.) is an anthology of poetry for 
children from six years old, and I would make 
a place for it in every nursery bookshelf ; it 
has been compiled with great taste and dis- 
crimination, and it is pleasing to find that, 
regardless of copyright troubles, many modern 
authors are included. Pictured Rhymes, by 
Grace M. Tuffley (Blackie, 2s.) is for very small 
readers. They are fresh and bright, with some 
nice touches. I like ‘“‘ Oh, I wish it were to- 
morrow, for I want to start to-day.” oe

SOME GREAT FIGURES 
OF THE TENNIS COURT 


A History of Tennis, by E. B. Noel and J. O. M. Clark. Two 
volumes. (Oxford University Press, £6 6s.) 


HERE is a book which does due honour to the most honourable o! 
games. It is voluminous, to the measure of two large volumes, illus- 
trated abundantly with portraits of famous players, some engaged ir. 
the making of those strokes by which they have gained fame ; also 
with reproductions from photographs of many courts and of some 
old pictures showing tennis and some kindred games in progress. The 
record is amazingly complete of all that has been done, and of the doers 
of the deeds, within the last century and a quarter. For the earlier 
story we are referred to the chronicles of Mr. Julian Marshall and others. 
No tennis player can possibly live at ease without the volumes at his 
elbow to take down and read at pleasure. ‘The section probably that 
will be looked up most often is that in which account is given of the 
individual great players, with sketches of their careers and estimate of 
their relative greatness. Of Latham, perhaps greatest of all, they write 
thus: “ It can be said without fear of contradiction that Peter Latham 
was the greatest player of tennis and rackets that has appeared. He 
alone has held the Championship of both games, and was far ahead 
of his contemporaries at both games for many years. . . . Some 
may say that Barre and George Lambert before him, and Mr. Gould 
and Covey after him, rivalled his supreme mastery at tennis; but 
in the combination of the two games he stands absolutely alone and 
unapproached.”” The account of the American amateur opens thus : 
““Mr. Jay Gould is undoubtedly the greatest amateur the world has 
yet seen, and some critics contend that he is as fine a player as has yet 
held a racquet.” It was in the year 1882 that Mr. Alfred Lyttelton, 
that very great athlete, won his first M.C.C. Gold Prize, defeating 
Mr. J. M. Heathcote, then close on fifty years of age, who had held 
that trophy as his own for the first dozen years or so of its being. We 
must regret that Mr. Heathcote and “‘ Alfred’? were not more of an 
age. What glorious tennis we might have seen! From 1884 till 1895, 
excepting one year when he did not compete, Mr. Lyttelton held the 
Gold Prize. 

Of him our authors write that ‘ As a stylist, no amateur who 
has come after him has been his equal. His stroke was correct 
and graceful in every essential. Mr. Lyttelton was over six feet high, 
with a fine athletic figure and shapely limbs, and his pose of body 
as he made the stroke was as perfect as could be.” ‘‘ To Mr. Miles,” our 
authors write, “‘ with Mr. Heathcote, the Hon. A. Lyttelton and Mr. 
Baerlein, belong the four places of highest honour in amateur tennis 
in Great Britain, and all as players were as different as could be. But 
they each held the supremacy over a long period.” It is a point to 
which our attention is often invited in these volumes—how differently 
men have played their way to highest tennis honours. Frorn the 
date of his first win of the Gold Prize, in 1897, Mr. Miles, we are told, 
“ became the leading English amateur without question, and he fairly 
maintained the position as best world’s amateur—a position he may be 
said to have held from 1897 to 1907.”’ Of Mr. Baerlein we are told 
that: ‘‘ Astounding strength of wrist, quickness of eye, a perfect 
balance and a power of getting to the most difficult balls far away from 
him, a wonderful judgment of tactics and ability to probe his opponent’s 
weaknesses, all these go to make a game based on a return which for 
certainty, tenacity, accuracy and resource has seldom been surpassed. 
The above citations, taken from that section of the book to which tennis 
players are likely first to turn, as of the greatest interest to them, may 
give an idea of the kind of criticism of leading players which they will 
find. And it will give an idea, too, of how well that criticism is done— 
clearly, with penetration, with generous praise and, most remarkable 
of all, without vain repetition. For that avoidance of repetition cannot 
have been easy, with so many players to pass in review. But the most 
interesting of all the criticism is that of and by him who was in some 
respects greatest of them all, Mr. Heathcote. ‘‘ From the length of 
time of his supremacy, his great knowledge of the game, and his equality 
at some moment of his career with all players, whether amateur or 
professional, who have been matched against him, Mr. Heathcote 
must be awarded pride of place among all English amateur players. 
; His judgment in comparing generations may be relied on 
more than any other man’s, for he played tennis when Barre, though 
past his best, was still the wonder of his time ; he played continually 
with Tompkins, who was eight years his senior, and Lambert, who 
was eight years his junior; he played with Pettitt, Saunders and 
Latham, though only in the later years of his career and the earlier of 
Latham’s, but he saw Latham’s play in its zenith and in the beginning 
of its decline. He saw many of Fairs’s matches, he saw Covey, he 
saw Mr. Gould in 1906 and 1907. And what was his verdict? It 
was that he thought, taking them at their best, given equal conditions 
and, of course, practice for each player in such conditions, there would 
have been nothing between Barre, Lambert and Latham.” ‘That is 
to say, that he put these three equal first. But our authors add: “ we 
only wish Mr. Heathcote could have seen Mr. Gould as he played in 
1914. Would he have placed him equal with the others or above 
them? And also what position would he have awarded Covey to-day?” 
These are questions to be asked. Mr. Noel who, chiefly, asks them, 
has won the Silver Prize and many other honours in tennis. He has 
been Amateur Champion of Rackets and has been secretary of the 
Queen’s Club for ten years ; so if he can but pen the questions and 
so leave them, who are we to attempt their answer? He has also a 
chapter of hints, offered with a like characteristic modesty, for the 
improvement of the younger players of the great game. ‘Those who 
faithfully study these suggestions ought to profit much. And a chapter 
in which he sets forth his ideals of what a tennis court should be will 
surely become the classic for all future builders of a court. This 
book, therefore, is a very perfect work in respect of all the tennis subse- 
quent to 1800 A.D., but as for calling it, in any fuller sense than this, 
“a history,’’ the title is frankly misleading. Only a few pages at the 
beginning inadequately collate some of what has been written by Mr. 
Julian Marshall and certain Frenchmen of the earlier history. It is 
a pity that the book’s limited scope was not indicated in the title ; but, 
with this:single exception, every word that the most critical might write 
must be a word of praise.

ue HRISTMAS comes but once a year,” and it is indeed 
a sad heart that cannot rejoice then, if notin one way, 
then in another. There is plenty of choice, and a very 
host of opportunities exist for upholding the fine old 
traditions of Christmas. Everywhere it is essentially 
the children’s hour, grown-ups throwing themselves into their 
games and thereby tasting the joy that invariably comes when 
one gives rather than takes. From now on to the auspicious 
24th and 25th the shops will be full of excited groups of children 
going round the bazaars ; of schoolboys and schoolgirls bubbling 
over with secrecy in the buying of gifts ; of fathers and mothers, 
uncles and aunts, taking the procedure of shopping more 
seriously, perhaps, but none the less joyously. 

Then the plans on foot for getting the big Christmas tree 
into the house on the quiet, and fitting it up in the dead 
hours of the night; the parties being planned for pantomimes, 
and the arrangements for dances; the daily arrival of parcels 
that eventually run to mountainous heights. Who, forsooth, 
can be anything but gay, light-hearted and more than a little 
irresponsible under such conditions ? 

Or, again, take the young girl—the “ bud,” as she is dubbed 
in America—all of a tremor at the prospect of her début at a 
coming Hunt ball, where so many nowadays make their first 
bow to the world: anyway, that is how one likes to picture 
her stepping with reluctant feet : whereas, au contraire, she may 
probably be quite sophisticated. Girls develop quickly these 
days, which may be all to the good—who knows ? 

It may be confidently predicted that this season young 
girls, débutante or otherwise, will be as attractively garbed as 
they have ever been—that is, if their choice falls on, or they 
are allotted by some discriminating couturiéve, such a frock as 
is included in the adjoined group. 

You see my débutante on the extreme right hand of the page, 
with a protecting arm round a younger sister, wearing one of 
the deliciously slim chemise 
frocks of rosy apricot geor- 
gette, that melts into graceful 
handkerchief petals arranged 
to fall in uneven lengths. Slight 
and slender in repose, the 
wearer becomes a floating cloud 
as she moves, her little feet, 
silver clad, twinkling like flashes 
of lightning as she moves in 
the dance. 

Her small companion wears 
just a simple party frock of 
soft old rose satin, to which 
a soupcon of shapeliness is 
given by a deep band held 
in by a row of little buttons. 
A delicate child, subject to 
chills, can have this satin 
dress lined through with silk 
nun’s-veiling, or else made in 
chiffon velvet, which is warmer 
than satin; but the essence 
of its charm lies in the fact 
that it is one of those hard 
frocks in which romping limbs 
can be so absolutely free and 
happy, and with which long 
silk stockings are worn. 

Tiny girls who are kept 
under strict espionage of nurse 
or mother it is tempting to 
dress rather more elaborately, 
and this winter the prettiest 
of these dresses are made of 
organdie, crisp, fresh and dia- 
phanous. Pale pink, rose, 
delicate leaf green, lavender, 
tender hyacinth blue—indeed, 
the whole gamut of suitable 
colours is being used, the 
frocks running to a riot of 
wee picot-edged frills that are 
repeated on the pouf sleeves ! 
Socks and sandal shoes 
complete these flower - like 
schemes. 

The dainty little maiden 
pictured is being kissed under 
the mistletoe by a laddie of 
some three years of age, clad 
in a pale green velvet tunic 
suit @ Ja Bubbles, cut very 
severely and with not a vestige 
of trimming. His sturdy legs 
are also garbed in socks, worn 
with black buckled shoes. 


Holding a baby’s cosy fur coat of white bunny is a young 
matron dressed for the occasion in a sheath gown of sparkling 
black sequins, the hem deeply bordered with kolinsky. The corsage 
crossing in a long V over a slip of black georgette, grows out of 
density into a flat clear tucker, one of the most kindly finishes 
a woman can have; while on one hip there is posed a large 
flower of black gauze outlined by a fine diamant4. To sparkle 
from head to foot in beads or sequins is one of the obsessions of 
the hour, and these all-black shimmering dresses are charmingly 
relieved by a tulle bow and end in some vivid tone, the end 
heavily ruched at the hem. 

It may also be mentioned in passing that there is a growing 
feeling for satin and brocade Court-shaped evening shoes in 
such shades as cocoa, pale cinnamon brown, and beige and gold 
brocade. The two last are worn quite irrespective of the colour 
of the gown, and recall the fancy of a few years ago when nigger 
brown satin shoes were adopted with equal impartiality. The 
only fault in the latter was found to be the fact that they are, 
in common with black satin, incapable of withstanding the 
inevitable dust arising off a dance floor, which makes them take on 
an ugly grey hue. Other styles of dancing souliers of adapta- 
bility are being made of metal-run Harlequin brocade, a thing of 
many colours ; another particularly successful effort being models 
of a chrysanthemum red and gold brocade. 

To return to the pictured group: it is completed by an 
evening wrap of geranium pink chiffon velvet, trimmed with 
ostrich feathers toning from pale geranium pink to a deeper hue 
tipped with black. 

Small furs, as a Christmas gift, are likely to prove especially 
attractive this year. These seem to have multiplied exceedingly 
since last season, and range from close little collarettes to stoles 
that measure 2}yds. long, effected in skins to which one can 
readily put a name, and again in others that are given flowery 
titles as a camouflage to the humble bunny and rat. Truly

Chiin Chou circular Bulb Bowl.

IRED in a kiln in distant Honan nearly one thousand years ago, these Chun 
Chou bowls represent the highest achievement of the potter’s art. Originally 
intended for everyday use, either as receptacles for bulbs or stands for perforated 
flower pots, the practical Chinese engraved the bases of this ware with numerals 
denoting the size. These sizes run from I to 10, the last being the smallest. The 
exquisite colours of the rich glaze with which these bowls are thickly coated must be 
seen to be realised. Ranging from palest lavender to deep purple, from dove-grey to 
coral, with marvellous pools of sky-blue and speckled clouds of strawberry-red, these 
colours, when viewed as a whole, blend and harmenize like a chord of music. The 
consummate genius that could produce such pieces was not to be confined to the ceramic 
field alone, and it is therefore not surprising to find that in sculpture, in carvings in 
semi-precious stones and lacquer, in textiles and in enamelling on bronze and copper the 
history of Chinese Art up to the end of the 18th Century is one long series of triumphs.
